The Author had intermixed a de- 
ſcription of ſeveral Iſlands and Towns in the Eaſt Indics, 
and other places of his Travels ; which, becauſe they 
contained nothing curious or extraordinary in them, and 
did not in the leaſt relate to the Story of the Inquiſiti- 
on, Thave wholly omitted ; which might eaſily be done 
without any diſorder of the Hiſtory, or Mutilation of the 
Senſe, ſince the Author had compriſed all his Geographi- 
cal digreſſions in diſtin} Chapters, and thereby given 
a fair opportunity of omitting them. I have no more to 
acquaint the Reader, but only that the Author of this 
Relation was Monſieur Dellon, a perſon well known to 
the World by his ingenious Writings, particularly by his 
Relation of his Travels into the Eaſt Indices, Printed at

And it is for- - 
bidden to all Printers, Bookſellers, and others, to Print, Sell, or 
Divulge the \faid Book, upon pain of the Penalties mentioned in 
the ſaid Grant. ; S uh 
The faid Sicur D * * * hath yielded and transferred his Right in 
the preſent Priviledge to Daniz! Horthemels, to enjoy it accor- 
ding to the Agreement made between them. 
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Metines which induced me to publifh this Relation, 
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ſhall be cohvinced not to have kept their Oath of Secrecy (which is ex- 
torted from them before they are ſet at Liberty) renders the Myſteries of 


the-Inquiſition ſo GRIT -thatit"is alfioſt impoſſible ever to learn 
the-trath; unlefs to him whohath the unhappineſs = be carried into her 
Priſon, and make the experience of theta in his own Perſon : Or to 
thoſe who are inſtructed by any '.one, who had the happineſs not to 
yield under ſo great an Adverſity. | Moreover, it is neceſſary that he 
who hath been ſhut up in, the horrible Solitudes of .the- Holy-Qffice, 
ſhouldhave'taken care, during his impriſonment, ''diligently to obſerve 
what paſſed; and after his e ement, hath the courage to relate with- 
out any fear, what himſelf hath learned and experienced. 

Theſe are the reaſons that very 'few petſons truly know what paſſeth 
in that terrible Tribunal ; and as after the bbligation of rendring to Ged 
what we quo him, there is no duty more prefling than that of ſer- 
ving our Neighbour, . and-efpecially the-publitk- 1'thought” my Telf ob- 
liged to relate what I have ſuffered, and what I obſerved in-the_ Priſons 
of the Inquiſition at Goa ; adding to it what I learned from credible per- 
ſons, whom I knew familiarly during the time of my impriſonment, 

I doubted a long time whether 1 ought to publiſh this Relation, for 
it is more than eight years ſince T-returned into Frence, and it is more 
than four ſince this Relation was writ. I feared to ſcandalize the Holy 
Office, and violate my Oath, and this fear was confirmed in me by 
Pious, but timerous Perſons, who were of the ſame Opinion as my ſelt; 
but other perſons no leſs Pious, and who-ſtemed 'to 'me more Ratibnal, 
at laſt convinced me, that it concerned the'Publick npon many. accounts 
to know this Tribunal well ; that this Relation. migit. be uſefifl even 
to the Miniſters of the Holy Office, if they knew how-to profit by it ; 
and murh more to thoſe who have a. right to regulate the proceedings, 
and limit the jyfiſdidtionof if. And. as; for the-Qath of Secreey; ſo un- 
juſtly extorted,/as . that is which che loquiſition .extonteth yhder; pain, of

ally, the Inquiſitors will, that thoſe who fail in making this Declaration 
within the time limited by their _7 at ſhall be eſteemed _ 
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and conſequently puniſhed, as if themſelves had committed the Crimes 
which they did not reveal: which cauſeth that in the matter of the Inqui- 
fition, Friends betray Friends, Fathers their Children, and that Children, 
by an indiſcreet Zeal, forget all the refpett which God and Nature 
'oblige them to bear to thoſe who gave them life, 

- The obſtinacy which I ſhewed in refuſing to wear a Chaplet about 
my Neck, contributed no leſs to make them believe I was an Heretick, 
than my refuſal to kiſs the Images; but that which ſerved above all the 
reſt as a motive to my impriſonment,and my condemnation,was,that be- 
ing preſſed iu company, where a diſcourſe was raiſed concerning the juſtice 
of men, I ſaid that it much leſs. deſerved that'name, than the name of 
injuſtice ; that men judging not but according to appearances, which 
-are too ofcen deceitful,, were ſubjet to make very unequitable judg- - 
ments ; and that God alone knowing things as they are, there is none 
but God who can truly be calld juſt. One of thoſe before whom I ſpake, 
took me up, -and told me, that generally ſpeaking what I advance was 
true, that nevertheleſs there was this diſtinction to be made, that if true . 
Juſtice were not to be found in France, they had this advantage above 
us, that among them might be bound a Tribunal whoſe decrees wereno 
leſs juſt, and no leſs infallible than thoſe of Jeſus Chrift. I then un- 
derſtanding very well that he meant the Inquiſition,anſwered; Think you 
that the Inquiſitors are leſs men and eſs ſubject to their paſſions than 
other Judges. Spake not to me ſo, anſwered this zealous defender of the 
Holy Office ;- if the Inquiſitors fitting upon the Tribunal are Infalible, 
it is becauſe the Holy Ghoſt preſides over their deciſions. I could no 
longer bear a diſcourſe, which appeared ſo unreaſonable to me, and to 
prove to him by an example, that the Inquifitors were nothing leſs than 
what he pretended, I related to him the Adventure of Father Ephraim de 

Nerves, Capuchin and Apoſtolick Miſſionary into the Indies, . who as 
Mounſieur de la Boulay be Gou relateth in the Hiſtory of his Travels, was 
arreſted by the Inquiſition purely out of envy, about ſeventeen years be- 
' fore, where they had kept him and very ill treated him for a long time, 

and I coneluded in telling him that I made no.doubt that this Monk was 

more Vertuous and Learned than thoſe who had kept him thus in Priſon, 
withont ſo much as permitting him to read his. Breviary. -1 added that 

I eſteemed France happy in refuſing ever to admit this ſeyere 'Tribunal, 

and I thought my ſelf fo in not being ſubje(t to its Juriſdition. This 

diicourſe failed not to be exattly related to the Father Commiſlary ; and 


this added to what I haye already faid, ſerved afterwards to mgke 
my procets. | |

N Otwitſtanding the inviolable ſecrecy which the Inquiſition exateth' 
LV by Oath of all thoſe who approach her Tribunals, I failed not ta 
have ſome notice of the depoſitions which were made againſt me. The 
apprehenſion of falling into the hands of the Holy Office made me go 
to find out the Commillary, from whom I hoped for Counſel and Pro- 
tection, becauſe I had been recommended to him by s, who de- 
ſerved that conſideration ſhould be had of them ; and for that all the 
time I had been at Daman he had always affeCted to be accounted one of 
my friends. I therefore fairly related to-him how things had paſſed; 
and Praying him to inſtract me in what manner I ſhould behave my 
ſelf for the future, aſſuring him that as I had never any ill deſign, 
ſo I was ready to amend my ſelf, and even to recant, if he ſhould 
judge that I had advanced any thing which was not convenient. 
This Father aſſured me that my proceeding had given Scandal to many 
People, that he was ſatisfied that my intention had not been ill, and 
that there was nothing in all which 1 had faid abſolutely Criminal, that 
nevertheleſs he adviſed me to accommodate my ſelf a little to the 
faſhion of the people, and not to ſo freely. of theſe ſorts of mat- 
ters, and above all of 1 s, Which I had often ſaid ought not to be 
adored, which I had endeayoured to prove by Citations out-'of the 
Scriptures and the Fathers, That the people were in truth in ſome light 
Errours, which paſſed for a true devotion ; but that it was not for me 


to undertake to corrett and reform them, | f 

I thanked the Co for the good advice which he had givenme, 
and returned very well ſatisfied: Foraſmuch as I knew that having 
accuſed my ſelf before I was arreſted, I could not according to the 
Laws of the Inquiſitioa be any more accuſed. 1 was beſides very well 
ſatisfied of the Juſtice and integrity of- this Commiſſary, becauſe that 
having not found me guilty, he had given me all nec advice for 
my future condudt with ſo much prudence: Inſomuch as I could net any 
longer entertain the leaſt ſhadow of Suſpicion againſt my ſelf,

Theſe two Rivals thus united, preſſed'the Commiſlary ſo vigorouſly, 
that upon theadvice which he ſent at their follicitation ts Gos, he recei. 
ved order from the Inquiſition to arreſt me, which was performed the 
evening of the 24th of Aveo, 1673. as I was returning from viſitinga 
Lady of great worth, called Senors dona Fraiiciſcs Pereira, Wife of one 
of rhe chicf .Gentlemen of the Town, called 'Manuel- Peixote de Gama. 
This Lady was about 60 years old, ſhe thought herſelf obliged to me 
for the life of her eldeſt Daughter, and of her -Grand-daughter. Andin 
truth, I had been ſo happy as not to be unſerviceable to her. The eldeſt 
had fallen fick in the abſence of her Mother, and the Impudence of an 
Iadian Phyſician had reduced her to the laſt extremity. When I was 
called, Itookin hand this ſick Perſon and cured her ; the Mother being 
returned, 


returned, and raviſhed with joy for the cure of her beloved Daughter : 
her Grand-daughter, who was yet more dear to her, fell allo ſick, and 
that more dangerouſly than her Aunt ; nevertheleſs, I was not called at 
firſt for to ſee this young Patient, nor had they any recourſe to me till 
her life was in a deſperate condition. 1 found herin a very violent Fever, 
' and although ſhe was at the point of falling into a Phrenzy, -the Indian 
Phyſician, far from thinking of letting her blood, had covered her head 
with Pepper, which I cauſed firſt to be taken off, and undertaking the 
cure, ſucceeded very well, infomuch as my Patient recovered in a few 
days a perfect health. From that time this Lady ſeeking occaſions of 
demonſtrating her gratitude loaded me with Preſents, and deſiring that 
I would lodge near. her ; ſhe had -given me an Houſe over againſt her 
own. This was the ſame day which I before montioned, wherein ſhe 
had given me this Houſe, and | departed from this ſo generous a Lady 
to return in the evening to my ownLodgings ; when the Criminal Judge 
of the Town, called in Portugueze, Ouvider de Crime, came upon me, and 
commanded me to follow him into Priſon ; whither I was carried with. 
out being able to obtain of him by what order he did this, till I' was 
ſhit up in Priſon. 

How great ſoever my ſurpriſe was, when the Judge arreſted me, 
yet as.I was Cconſciqus of my own innocence, but above all becauſe [ 
imagined that I was ſeized upon ſome light occaſion ; I hoped, with 
ſufficient probability, that Manual Hurtedo, who had always profeſled 
much friendſhip towards me, would not permit that I ſhould ſtay fo 
much as one night in Priſon.. But when he who carried me thither told 
me, that it was by order of the Inquiſition, my aſtoniſhment was ſo 
great, that I remained for. ſome-time unmovable ; at laſt, having alittle 
recolletted my ſelf, I defired to ſpeak with the Commiſllary, -but to 
heighten my misfortune, they nhl, that he had parted that very 
day for G«a; ſo.that there remained +to:me no other comfort, than the 
hope which every one gaveme, that I ſhould be very ſhortly ſet- at 
liberty ; | becaufe the juſtice of the H, Office was not-only equitable, but 
inclined ..yery much to:mercy, | eſpecially towards thoſe who acknow - 
ledged their fault betimes, without - being a long while follicited to 
do it. "6 | 
- All theſe fine words hindred not my unhappineſs from becoming very 
ſenſible to me ; and the ſight of my friends, who failed not to come 
and comfort me, far from comforting, ſerved only more extremely to 
afMict me, by the compariſon which | made of their condition to my 
own. AS I had no Enemies but hidden ones, they calily mixed them.

bunals of Pennance, as the Lady her ſelf allured me. This Prieſt- ob- 
ſerving:me, became as jealous as the Governour, 'and although till then 
he had been one of my friends, and that I had alſo done him very im- 
peetant ſervices, he ceaſed not to joyn himſelf to Manuel Hurrado to op- 


8 me. 
hk two Rivals thus united, preſſed the Commiſlary ſo vigorouſly, 
that upon theadvice which he ſent at their follicitation to Gos, he recei. 
ved order from - Inquiſition to arreſt me, which was ormed the 
evening of the 24th of Augaſt, 1673. as I was returning viſiting a 
Lad * great Gorch: a Senors dona Fraiciſca Pereira, Wife of Ys 
of the chief .Gentlemen of the Town, called 'Manuel-Peixote de Game. 
This Lady was about 60 years old, ſhe thought her"ſelf obliged to me 
for the life of her eldeſt Daughter, and of her Grand-daughter. And in 
truth, 1 had been ſo happy as not to be unſerviceable to her. The eldeſt 
had fallen fick in the abſence of her Mother, and the Impudence of an 
| Tadian Phyſician had reduced her to the laſt extremity. When I was 
called, Itookin hand this ſick Perſon and cured her ; the Mother being 
returned, 


returned, and raviſhed with joy for the cure of her beloved Daughter : 
her Grand-daughter, who was yet more dear to her, fell alſo ſick, and 
that more dangerouſly than her Aunt ; nevertheleſs, I was not called at 
firſt for to ſee this young Patient, nor had they any recourſe to me till 
her life was in a deſperate condition. I found herin a very violent Fever, 
' and although ſhe was at the point of falling into a Phrenzy, the Indian 
Phyſician, far from thinking of letting her blood, had covered her head 
with Pepper, which I cauſed firſt to be taken off, and undertaking the 
cure, ſucceeded very well, infomuch as my Patient recovered in a few 
days a perfect health. From that time this Lady ſeeking occaſions of 
demonſtrating her gratitude loaded me with Preſents, and deſiring that 
I would lodge near. her ; ſhe had -given me an Houſe orer againſt her 
own. This was the ſame day which 1 before montioned, wherein ſhe 
had given me this Houſe, and | departed from this ſo generons a Lady 
to return in the evening to my own Lodgings ; when the Criminal Judge 
of the Town, called in Portugueze, Owvider de Crime, came upon me, and 
commanded. me to follow him into Priſon ; whither 1 was carried with- 
out being able to obtain of him by what order he did this, till I' was 
ſhit up in Priſon. 

How great ſoever my ſurpriſe was, when the Judge arreſted me, 
yet as I was Conſcigus of my own innocence, but above all becauſe | 
imagined that I was ſeized upon ſome ſlight occaſion ; I hoped, with 
ſufficient probability, that Manuel Hurtedo, who had aways profeed 
much friendſhip towards me, would not permit that I ſtay ſo 
much as one night in Priſon. But when he who carried me thither told 
me, that it was by order of the Inquiſition, my aſtoniſhment was fo 
great, that I remained for ſome time unmovable ; at laſt, having a little 
recolletted my - ſelf, 1 defired to ſpeak * with the Commilfary, but to 
heighten my misfortune, they me, that he had parted that very 
day for Gce; ſo.that there remained to me noo other comfort, than the 
hope which eyery one gave me, that I ſhould be very ſhortly fer at 
liberty ; _ becaufe the juſtice of the H. Office was not-only equitable, but 
inclined -yery much to mercy, eſpecially towards thoſe who acknow - 
ledged their fault betimes, without - being a long wile follicited tg 
do tt. 

All theſe fine words hindred not my unappineſs from becoming very 
ſenſible to me ; and the fight of my frieads, who failed not to come 
and comfort me, far from comforting, ſerved only more extremely to 
afict me, by the compariſon which | made of their condition to my 
own. AS 1 had no Enemies bu: hidden ones, they caliy mixed them. 
ſelves my beſt friends : The Governour and the Black Frer, 
who defired nothing to much as my removal, knew aumirably well

how to diſſemble their hatred and their jealouſie ; the firſt in ſending to 
I} me the Officer of his houſe, to aſſure me of the ſorrow which he_con+ 
7 ceived from my misfortune, and to offer all poſſible aſſiſtance to me; , 
| * the other in coming to the Grate, to ſhed ſome falſe tears, which joy, 

| rather than compallion, drew from-him,

CHAP. V. 


f Deſcription of the Priſon. T writ to the Tnquiſitors, who returned 
| me no anſwer. Extreme miſery of the Priſoners. 


He Priſon of Daman is lower than the River, which is near to it, 
l which makes it moiſt and unhealthy ; and it wanted but little that 
v it was not overflowed ſome years ſince, by a hole which the Priſoners 
f had made under the Wall, for to eſcape thereby: The Walls are very 


thick. The Priſon conſiſts in two large low Rooms, and one upper one. 
The Men are in the lower, the Women in the upper Room, Of the 
two lower Rooms, the greater is about 4o foot long, and 15 broad, 
and the other two thirds of this extenſion. We were in this ſpace of 
ground about 4o Priſoners, and there was no other place to ſatisfie the 
ordinary neceſſities of nature but that. We made water in the middle 
of this Room, where the collefion of theſe waters made a kind of Sea : 
and the Women had no better convenience in their. ſtage, there being 

- this only difference between them and us, that their waters ran from 
their high room through the Planks into ours, where all thoſe different 
waters mixed together. For the other excrements, our only conveni- 
ence was a large Basket, which was ſcarce emptied above once a week; 
whereby an innumerable ſwarm of Worms were bred, which covered 
the pavement, and came eyen upon our Beds. While I ſtaid in this 
Prifon, the care which I took to have it cleanſed, rendred it a little leſs 
horrible ; but altho I often cauſed even 5@ Pitchers of Urine to be caſt 
out in one day, yet the ſtink ceaſed not to be very great. 

Scarce was | ſhut up in this fad dwelling, but making a ſerious re- 
flexion upon my unhappineſs, I eaſily diſcovered the cauſe, and reſolved 
to forget nothing which might contribute to my enlargement, - My 
friends continually told me, "Phat my belt and readieſt way to recover 
my liberty, was to confefs voluntarily, and at, large, what I thought 
had procured my ruin. Being willing then to make uſe of their advice, 
I] writ to Goa to the Grand Inquiſitor, who is called in Portugueze, Inqui- 
fidor mor : 1 ingenuouſly declared to him in my Letter, all which I be- 

| : lieyed 


lieved I could have been accuſed of; and deſired him to conſider, that 
if I had failed, it was rather through: levity and imprudence, than ma- 
lice. « My Letter was delivered faithfully, but againſt my hope and 
the deſire of my friends, they returned no anſwer to me, but ſuffered 
me to languiſh in this ſtinking and obſcure Priſon, in the company of 
diverſe Negroes ; who, as well as |, were arreſted by Order of the 
H. Office. RY eron 

The charitable care which - Dona Franciſca took of me all the time 
that I ſtay'd Prifoner at Daman, rendred my Captivity a little more 
ws TE This generous Lady contented not herſelf to ſehd me 
what was neceſſary, but 1 received every day from her wherewith to 
nourifh abundantly and delicately four perſons. She herſelf took the 
trouble of dreſſing my meat, and always ſent along with the Slave, who 
brought che meat, fome. of her. Grand-Children, who, might ſee me re- 
ceive it ; fearing left any one ſhould ſuborn her Domeſticks or the Jaylor 
to poiſon me. And altho ſhe could not come in perſon to camfort me 
in the *Priſon, ſhe took' care that her Husband, her Children, and her 
Sons-in-Law fhould come every day. = 

It was not fo'with the other Priſoners ; there is no regulated ſub- 
ſiſtance for them at Damay : the Magiſtrates leave them to the Charity 
of whoſoever have a mind to relieye them: And as. there were in the 
whole Town but two perſons, who ſent them Meat duly twicea Week; 
the greateſt part of the Priſoners receiving nothing upon other days, 
were reduced to ſo deplorable a miſery, that, this contributed not a 
little to imagine mine the greater I: gave all that I could ſpare from my 
own ſubſiſtance, yet there were ſome of thoſe unhappy perſons, who 
were ſeparated from us but by a Wall, who were forced by hunger to 
live upon their own Excrements. Wpon this occaſion I learned that ſome 
years before about Fifty Malabar. Pirates being taken and ſhut up in this 
Room, the horrible Famine which they ſultexed, caft more than forty gf 
them into ſuch a deſpair that they area themſelves with theLinnen of 
their Turbants. "The extremity which thoſe poor people endured that 


were with me, created much compaſſion in me, which induced me to 
write to the Governour, and to the Chief Men of the Town, who at- 
ter that were ſo charitable as to ſend maintenance to theſe miſerable 
Victims of the H. Office:

The return of the Father Commiſſary. They remove me to Goa, 


n 
T H E Commiſſary had not ' found me a Criminal in that Confeſſion, 
| which I went to make to him of my own accord, as I before faid ; 
and although he had found me a Criminal, yet ought I to remain free 
according to the Laws of the Inquiſition. But as this wasmot the inten- 
*tion of the Governour and the Black Frier, this Father violating all theſe 
Laws, had accuſed me as a Dogmatizing Heretick; he might have ſent 
me'to the Inquiſition of Goa immediately after my impriſonment, and if 
*he had done fo, I might have come out of Priſon three months after, at 
"the 44&# of Faith, which was performed in the December following. But 
this was not the intent of my Rivals, that I ſhould be fo ſoon at liberty, 
this is the reaſon why the Commiſliary far from removing me immediate- 
1y from Daman, depatted himſelf that he might not receive my deſires 
and complaints, and went to Goa as ſoon as he cauſed me to be arreſted, 
from whence he returned not till after the A# of Faith, that is to ſay, 
till the end of December ; and I know not whether he employed the four 
months which he made me paſs in the Priſon of Daman, in commending 
me to the Inquiſitor, as a Man very criminal, and very dangerous, whom 
it were necetiary toremove from the des ; rather I have reaſon to ſuſ- 
pect it, by the rigour which they affefted*to uſe in my condemnation, 
which appeared ſo extraordinary even in Portugal. The Commillary re- 
turned then the 2oth of December, with the little Fleet which goeth ordi- 
narily in this Seafon from Gea to Cambaia, for to ſerve as a Convoy to 
the Merchant Ships. This Father who had order to cauſe all the Prifon- 
ers of the Inquiſition to be embarqued upon the Galliots, warned me to 
be ready to depart, when the Fleet fhould return from Cambaia. 
Monfieur Able carre returning in the mean time from St. Thome, where 
was Monſieur de la Haye, and palling by Daman, having with much diffi- 
Eulty obtained leave to ſee me, was ſo kind as to viſit me in the Priſon 
mpon the Eve and the day of Chri&mas, which was that of his departure 
.to Swrrat. I writ to the Commiliary, and deſired him by diverſe perſons, 
that he would ſpeak with me ; but neither my Letters, nor the ſollicita- 
tions of thoſe who interefſed themſelves ior me could prevail with him ; 
ſo much dia he fear the juſt reproaches which I ſhould have made to him 
upon account of his inſincerity, 
About the ſame time,” a Portugueze, named Manuel Vas, whom I had 
known very 'particularly, being accuſed of having a Wife in Portugal, 
was

was arreſted by order of the. H, Office, and carried-into the Priſon where 
1] was, for having married a ſecond Wife-a-month ſince at Daman. 

My generous Protectreſs underſtanding that I was to be removed to 
Goa, failed. not to prepare proviſions for;me,; which might have ſulfered 
for a much longer Voyage than what [ was to perform. At laſt, part of 
the-Fleet being returnedfrom Cambais, the ; Commillary, ; fent Irons aud, 
Chains for to put upon the feet of- all-thoſe-who,, were to--be carried. to, 
Goa. | The Negroes were chained. two | and; two; | except ſome which 
were ſo waſted with famine endured in the Prifons, that they were forced 
in embarquing them to leave them the liberty: of their -Feet, - which yet 
oy were not in any. condition to ' make uſe of. ' As, for the Portuguene: 
. and me, they did us. the honour for to; afford; us ſeparate lrons.;;.. Lhe; 

Commillary had alſo the Civility.to:tell me, -that he .left;me, the ,chaige 
of two Chains, which were deſtined for his fellow Country-man and.my, 
If, and to make uſe of his civility, 1 choſe the moſt convenient, al- 
though the heavier Chain. I went out of Priſon with the-reft on the laſt 
of December, and was carried in a, Pelangvin with the, Irons,qn; my feet, 
to the bank of the River, where I found diverſe of my. friends met toge- 
ther, whom | had the liberty'to embrace, and, bid farewel-to them. The 
Governour, who was preſent,- omitted nothing , whereby. he might per- 
ſwade me of the ſorrow which,he took in my misfortune ; and made a 
thouſand counterfeit Prayers for my ſpeedy deliverance and happy. re- 
turn... The ſight of my friends and their tears,. ſerved only to augment. 
my grief ; but nothing was.mare gzievous to me than the denial of taking 
leave of my Benefactreſs, whom I-would have thanked, for all her chari- 
table car e which ſhe had taken'of,me ; at laſt after. many . melancholy 
complements they put.me-into a Boat, and was carried. into one of the 
Galliots of this, little Fleet, which expected only the Orders of their 
General for to weigh-her Anchors. | 
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Departure from Daman. We paſs to Bacaim,” 'and ftay there, Our 
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From whence we parted the firſt day. of the year 1674, with a deſign 
to go tq Becaim ; to wait there till REESE the Fleet ſhould joyn us, 
Sj 
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as the wind was favourable, and that we had not above 20 Leagues to 
Sail, we arrived there on the morrow, and had no ſooner let down our 
Anchors, but all the Priſoners were immediately Landed, and carried 
into the Priſons of that Town to be kept there all the while the Ships 
ſhould remain in the Haven. I was carried thither with th= reſt. One 
of my friends, who had been ſettled a while ſince at Bacaim, having in 
vain endeavoured to obtain leave to ſee me, aſſured me by a Letter that 
he had alſo much difficulty to let me:know the part which he took in my 
misfortune. | 
The Priſon of Bacaimis leſs rafty; and larger than that of Daman, we 
foyqnd there a good number of companions in miſery ; whom the Father 
Chmmiſffary of the Inquiſition in that Town had detained Priſoners a long 
tire, waiting for a fit occaſion to ſend' ther to Gog. They were al 
Chained as we were. - They put us aboard the 77h of the fame Month, 
and all the Fleet being met together, and fufficiently provided with all 
things neceſſary, we weighed Anchors, and made Sail the next day. 
- There happned nothing remarkable to us during thereſt of the Voyage: 
W8&'Sailked always in ſight of Land : And the Wind being pretty favoura- 
ble to us, we arrived on the fourteecth at the Bar'of Goz. Our Captain 


" having immediately given-advice to the Tnquiſttors, we landed the next 


day, and were carried to the Inquiſition. But 'becauſe there was no 
audience: 6n that day, one of the Officers of the Houſe cauſed ns to be 
carried into the ordinary-Priſon ; that 1s, into the Priſon of the Atch- 
biſhop of Goa : This Priſon is called in Porthgueze, af Forvar. Pentred 
one of the firſt, and -faw all our unforttfate cotnpanions arrive by de- 

grees, and meet together, after their diſperſion during the Voyage. 
This Prifon is the moſt rafty, the moſt dark, and the moſt horrible 
of all which I ever ſaw.; and-]- doubt whether a more naſty and horri- 
ble Priſon can any where be found, It is a kind of Cave, wherem'there 
is_no day ſeen but by a very little paſſage ; the moſt ſubtile rays of the 
Sun cannot enter into it, and there is never any true light in it. The 
ſtink of it is extreme ; for there is no other place for the neceſſities of 
the Priſoners, than a dry Pit upon the floor, in the middle of the Cave, 
which a man dare ſcarce-approach, inſomuch as-partof the ordure re- 
mained upon the ſide of the Pit, and the greateſt part of. the Priſoners 
went not ſo far, but eaſed themſelves round about it. When night 
came, I durſt not venture tolay- my {elf down, as fearing. the Vernyn, 
whereof the Prifon was full; ant the ordures, Whacwith ie Wits (6t- 
tered all over, but was forced to paſs away the night, leaning agamft 
a Wall. Nevertheleſs, as horrible as this dwelling was, I ſhould have 
preferred it to, the private and lightfome Chambers of the Holy Tnquifi- 
ſition ; becauſe there was curpany and *converfation to be had in the

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al Fouwoar, Whereas I was informed there was none'in the Priſons of © 


the Holy Office. 
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CHAP. VIIL 


Flow IT was condutted to the Inquiſition, and what is done to- thens: 
who are ſhut up in Priſon. 


I Began to flatter my ſelf that they would ſuffer me to remain in the 
al Fouvar, till my Afﬀair ſhould be ended ; becauſe they had left us 


there all the day. and the night following, But I faw all my hopes to- 


vaniſh, when on the x6th day of Fanary an Officer came at Eight of 
the Clock in the morning with order to carry us to the Holy Houſe: 
Which was immediately put into Execution. It was not without great 
trouble that I got to the place whither they condufted me, becauſe of 
the Irons I had upon my Leggs. Yet were we in;this lamentable equi- 
page forced to walk the whole way from the a! Fowvar to the Inquiſt- 
tion, Being helped to aſcend the ſtairs I entred with my Companions 
into the great Hall, where we found Smiths, who took our Irons off ;. 
after which'I was firſt called to audience. | 
After I had: croſſed the Hall I paſſed in an Antichamber, and from” 
thence to the plc where my Judge was, This ue which is called 
by the Portuguete, Mela do Santo Officio, that is, the Table of rhe Holy Of- 
fice, : was ſpread with diverſe pieces of Taffeta, ſome Blue, others 
Orange-colour. At one of the ends was placed a great Crucifix in Re-. 
lievo, which reached almoſt to the Plancher. There is in the middle of 
the Chamber: a great Scaffold, upon which is placed a Table about x 5 
fogt long' and 4/broad, and roundabout Rails, even upon the Scaffe 
At one of the ends of this 'Table, and upon the fide of the Crucifre, was 
the Secretary ſitting upon'a folding Stool. I was placed at. the other” 
end, over:againſt the Secretary :- Juſt -by me, and on my Right hand, 


was Within a Rail the Grand Inquiſitor of the Indies, called Franciſco Det 


Gwds e- Mates, a Secular Prieſt, about 40 years old ; becauſe of the two 
Inquiſitors which dre'orfliriarily at Goa, the Second, which is always a 
Religious: of the Order'of St.” Dominick, was gone: a littte before mto. 
Portugal, aud thatirione had beer yet named to ſupply his place. 

As ſoon as I was entred into the Chamber of Audience, Icaft my ſelf 
at the feet of my Judge, imagining to. mollifie him by this humble po- 
ſture : But he would not ſuffer me to continue in that poſture, com- 
oianding me to ariſe, Then having asked my name and my prongs 

; c 
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' he enquired Whether I knew for what reaſon I had been arrcted, and 
adviſed me to declare it at large ; ſince this was the only means to reco- 
ver my liberty ſpeedily. After I had fatisfied his two firlt queſtions, 1 
.told him 1 believed I knew the reaſon of my detention; and that if he 
would have the goodneſs to hear me, I would accuſe my ſelf upon the 
ſpot. I mixed my tears with my prayers, and once more proſtrated 
my ſelf at his feet : But my Judge, without being moved, told. me. it 
Ggnified nothing ; that he had' then more important buſineſs to handle 
than mine was; and that he would cauſe me to be advertiſed when he 
ſhould reſume my affair : and ſo immediately ringing a little Rell of S1]- 
yer which was before him; he made uſe of it to call the Alcaide, or Jaylor 
of the Holy Office ; who entred into the Chamber, from whence he led 
me, and carried me into a long Gallery not far off, whither the Secreta- 
Ky followed us : Thither I ſaw my 'Trunk brought, which was opened 
n my preſence; they ſearched me alſo narrowly, and took from me 
all which 1 had about me, to my very Buttons, and a Ring which 1 had 
upon my finger ; without leaving me any thing except my Chaplet and 
my Handherchief, and ſome pieces of Gold which-1 had ſowed up in 
one of my Garters, which they forgot to ſearch. Of all the reſt they 
immediately made a pretty exat Inventory , which afterwards was 
wholly unuſeful tome ; for all that was valuable was never reſtored to 
me, although at that time the Secretary had aſſured me, that at my en- 
largement all ſhould be faithfully returned into my. hands : and the In- 
quiſitor himſelf had after that ofttimes reiterated the ſame promiſe. 

This Inventory being finiſhed, the Alcaide, took me by the hand, and 
led me bare-headed into a little Cell of ten foot ſquare; where | was ſhut 
up all alone without ſight of any one till the evening, whea they brought 
me my Supper. As 1 had eaten nothing either this or the foregoing 
day, 1 received very gladly what they gave to me; and this contributed; 
to give me alittle reſt the tollowing night. When they came; the next 
day to give me wherewith to break my faſt, I asked for my Books and 
my Combs. But I ſoon underſtood that they gave the firſt to no body, 
not even the Breviary to Prieſts ; and that the ſecond were no longer 
neceſlary to me, my hair being immediately cut off; which is done to 
all the Priſoners of what condition or ſex ſoever, the firſt day. that: they 
enter into theſe Holy Priſons, or on the morrow at the lateſt... 

I muſt here for ſame time. interrupt the account of; what particularly 
reſpetts my ſelf, to deſcribe ſuccinCtly, this hoyle, with the Orders and 
Formalities that are obſeryed in it, 
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CHAP. IX 
Deſcription of the Inquifition of Goa. 


HE Houſe of the Inquiſition, which the Portagueze call Santa Caſa; 
that.is, the Holy Houſe, is ſcituated on ene {fe of the great ſpace 
which is before the Cathedral Church Dedicated to St. Catherine. This 
Houſe is great and magnificent, having in its front 3 Gates, that in the 
middle is larger than the other, and it is by this that they aſcend into 
the great Stair-caſe which leadeth into the Hall before mentioned. The 
Gates on the ſides lead to the apartments%of the Inquiſitors, of which eve- 
ry one is large enough to lodge a reaſonable train. There is within. it 
diverſe other apartments for the Officers of the Houſe ; and in | 
farther, may be ſeen a large, Building -divided into diverſe Lodgings, in 
two Stories, ſeparated the one from the other by Back-courts. There 
is in every Stage a Gallery, one ten foot ſquare ; andthe number -of - 
theſe Chambers may be'in all two hundred. , GE wo 
The little Cells of.one of theſe Dormitories are dark, . without any 
Window,lower and leſfer,than the others ; and they.ſheiw'd me them one 
day,-when [ complained that I was = with too much rigour, to let 
me know that I might have been Worſe provided than, I was. The 
others are ſquare, vaulted, whited, private, and enlightned by. means 
of a little grate Window, which ſhutteth not ; and to. which the-talleſt 
' man,cannot reach. The Walls are: throughout 5 foot thick ; evety 
Chamber is ſhut with two doors, the one on the infide, and the other on 
the outſide of the Wall ; that within conſiſts of two folding leaves, is 
ſtrong, well bolted, and 5 Apr from the lower part like a grate, It 
hath in the upper part a little Window, by which the Priſoners. receive 
their Meat, their Linnen, and other things whereof they have need, and 
which can paſs through it. This Window hath a little ſhutter-to: it, 
which is ſhut with two ſtrong bolts. 'The door which is on the outſide 
of the Wall, is not ſo ſtrong nor fo thick as the other, but is whole, and 
without any Window ; they leave that ordinarily open from ſix in the 
morning to eleyen, that the Wind may enter in by the Clefts of the 
other door, and ſo the air of the Chamber may be purified. Gp Hg 
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CHAP. X. 


In what manne# the Priſoners of the Inquiſition are treated. 


6 Inge give to every one of thoſe, whom their unhappineſs leads into 
theſe Holy Priſons, an Earthen Pot full of Water to waſh them- 
ſelves ; another more convenient of thoſe which are called Gurguleta, 
alſo full of Water to drink, with a Pucaro or Cup made of a kind of 
fine carth, which is commonly found in the Indies, and which cooleth the 
Water admirably well, after it hath ffood in it for ſome while. "They 
give them alſo a Broom to keep their Chamber clean ; a Mat to ſpread 
upon the floor where they lye; a great Baſon which is changed every 
four days, and a pot to cover it ; which ſerveth allo to oy the filth in 
which is ſwept up. The Priſoners are there -pretty well treated, they 
have three Meals in a day, that is, Breakfaſt- at fix a Clock of the morn- 
mg, Dinner at ten, and Supper at four a Clock in the evening.. The 
breakfaſt of the Negroes is ordinarily Cange, which is Water thickned 
with Rice. Fer their other Meals they always make uſe of Rice and 
Fiſh. The Vhites or Europeans are better treated: "They carry to theny 


' in the morning a little ſoft bread, weighing about 3 Ounces, with fried 


Fiſh, Fruits, afid a Sauſage, if it be Swndsy, and ſometimes alſo upon 
Thurſday. They gave them alſo fleſh to dinner on theſe two days, with 
a little bread'as in the morning ; - a Plate of Rice with ſome Rggout, and 
much ſawce, to mingle with the Rice which is boiled only with Water 
and Salt. On all other days they have nothing to Dinner but Fifh, for 
Supper they bring to them in like manner Bread, fried Fiſh, a Plate of 
Rice, and a Ragour of Fiſh or of Eggs, whoſe fawce may be eaten with- 
the Rice. As for fleſh, they never make uſe of it to. Supper, not even 
upon Eaferday. I think that this way of life is not obſerved ſa much our 
of ſparmgneſs, fiſh being a very good commodity in .the Þ:dies, as fbr 
to mortifie the more thoſe who have incurred the greater Excommuni- 
cation, and to preſerve them, at the fame time, from that cruel difeaſe 
which the Þdians call Mordechi, which is nothing elfe but indigeſtion, a 
diſcaſe very frequent and dangerous in theſe Chmats ; and above all; in 
a place where no exerciſe is performed. | . HB: | 
They take care to give the ſick Perſons all things neceſſary for them, 
The Phyſicians and the Chirurgeons fail not to viſit them at all requiſite 
times; and if the ſickneſs grows dangerous, they aſſign Confeſlors to 
them. - But they adminiſter to none within this Holy Houſe, either_ the 
Euchariſt, or Extreme Uuntion, As alfo they never hear Maſs _

- Thoſe who die within theſe Priſons, are buried in the houſe without: 
any ccremany. And if they are judged worthy of ns pad bo 
the maxims of this Tribunal ; they are digged up, and their bones are 
kept to be burat at the next AF of Faith.

Inquiſition hath other Officers, whom they call Familiars of the Holy Of- 
fice, who are properly the Sergeants of this Tribunal. Perſons of all 
cenditions are ambitious to be admitted into this noble funion, altho 
they be Dukes or Princes. They employ them to go and arreſt accuſed 
perſons; and they are wont ordinarily to fend a Familiar of Quality for 
him whom they would apprehend; Theſe Officers have no wages, and 
they eſteem it ſufficient recompence to have the honour to ſerve ſo holy 
a Tribunal. They carry always as a mark *of Honour, a Medal of 
Gold, upon which are engraved the Arms of the Holy Office. They 
go alone when they intend to arreſt any one; and as ſoon as they haye 
declared to any perſon that they are. called by the Inquiſitors, Rx 
one is obliged to follow thom without replying ; for if any one ſhould 
in the leaſt reſiſt, the whole multitude of people would not fail to lend 
their aſſiſtance for the execution of the Orders of the Holy Office. Be- 
ſides all theſe Officers, there are alſo Secretaries, true Sergeants, whom 
they call Meirinhos, an Alcaide or Jaylor, and guards to watch over the 
Priſoners, and bring them their meat, with other things neceffary. | 
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CHAP, XI. 


Tn what manner the Officers of the Inquifition behave themſelves FI 
wards the Priſoners. 


" A Sall the Priſoners are ſeparated, and that it ſeldom happens that 
two are put together, four perſons are more than ſufficient to guard 

two hundred. They cauſe a perpetual filegce to be in the Inquiſition ; 
and thoſe who would'lament themſelves, weep, or even-pray to God 
tooloud, put themſelves in danger of receiving blows, with a Switch! 
from the Guards; who at the leaſt noiſe which they hear, run' to the 
place whence it cometh to give them notice to he filent ; and if Obedi- 
ence be wanting to the ſecond command, they open the Doors, and 
beat-the Priſoners without mercy ; which ferveth not only to corre& 
thoſe which they chaſtize in this manner, but alſo to territe the reſt, 
who all hear the cries and the blows, by reaſon of the profound ſilence 
which is obſerved every where. The Alcaide and the Guards are con« 
tinually in the Galleries, and they lye there all night. | 
The Inquiſitor, accompanied with 'a Secretary and an Interpreter, 
viſiteth all the Priſoners from two to two months, or thereabouts, for to 
ask them if they want any thing ; whetfer their Meat be brought [to 
them at the preſcribed hours, and whether they haye not any complaints 


to 
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to make againſt the Officers which are about them. As ſoon as anſwer 
is made upon theſe 3 Articles they immediately ſhut the door. [In truth, 
thefe Viſits are made only to ſet forth that Juſtice and Goodneſs whereof 
they make Oſtentation in this 'ITibunal, but produce not the leaſt profit 
or aNiſtance to the Priſoners who make their Complaints, fince they are 
not at all the more kindly trgated, Thoſe among the Priſoners who 

offeſs any proper Goods, are no whit better treated than thoſe who 

ave none; and they furniſh®o the laſt neceſſaries from what is confiſca- 
ted from the others. For the Holy Office very ſeldom fails to confil- 
cate all the Goode, moveable and immoveable, of thoſe who have the 
misfortune to fall into their hands. | 


CHAP. XII. 
Of the Formalities which are obſerved in the Inquiſition. 


\ \ T Hen any perſon is brought before the Inquiſition, they firſt of all 
ask him his Name, his Profeſſion, or his Quality ; then they ex- 
hort him to give an exact atcount of all his Goods ; and to induce him 
the more caſilyto it,” they ſignifie to him on the part of Jeſus Chrilt, 
that if he be innocent, all which. he ſhall have declared to be his, ſhall be 
faithfully reſtored to him ; .and that-on the contrary, even although his 
innocence fhould be clearly proved, all which could be afterwards dif- * 
covered to belong to him, which he had not acknowledged, ſhould re- 
main confiſcated, and be loft to him: And becauſe almoſt all ptrſpns 
are prepoſſeſſed with an Opinian of . the Holineſs and Integrity of this 
Tribunal ; a-pzrſon to whom his.awn Conſcience oy pxcae not any 
Crime, not doubting but: that his innoGence will be demonſtrated, and 
that conſequently bis liberty will. be reſtored to him, maketh no ſcruple 
to reveal to theſe Inquifitors whatſoever is molt ſecret, and of greateſt 
importance, within his Aﬀairsand whote Family. _. | 
It is not witliout ſome, apparant realon that the Publick is prepotieſey 
in favour of this Tribunal > for fo confider. only the external - part of it, 
there is go. Judicature in the World. wherein Juſtice is exercited . with 
greatef Sweetneſs and Charity, * Thoſe who accuſe themſelves of their 
ow! accord, afid who teſtifie their. Repen'ance before they are appre-

bcheveth will be faithfully reſtored to him. Nevertheleſs theſe Gentle- 
mein no ſooner get them into their Hands, but they fell them pubtlickly, 
as being well afjured that they ſhall never reſtore any thing. , 

Some months being paſſed, this Man is called to Audience, for to ask 
him, if he knows why he is put in Priſon ; to which -he fails not tg an- 
(wer, that he knoweth no reaſon : He js then exhorted 4o conſider -ſe- 
riouſly, and to tell them ; ſince this is the only means ſpecdily to re- 
cover his Liberty ; after which he is remitted to,his Lodgings. He 1s 
again brought to Audience ſcme time after; and is asked diverſe times 
in the ſame manner, without drawing any other anſwer from him. But 
at laſt the time of' the Lawre Dafe approaching, the Promotor preſents 
himſelf, and declares to him, that he is accuſed by a good number of un- 
exCcp:ionable Witnelles to have Judaized ; which confiſteth in obſerving 
thc Ceremonies of the Ado{aick Law, as not to eat Swines Fleſh, an 
Hare, or Fiſh without Scales;. to have aſſembled with others and o- 
lemnized the Sabbath day : to have eaten the Paſchal Lamb, and ſo in 
the reſt, He is then conjured by the Bowels of the Mercy of our-Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt (for theſe are the proper terms which they atiect to uſe in 
this Holy Houſe) voluntarily to confeſs hig Crimes ; fince this is the-on- 
ly means which remain for him to fave his Life: and that the Holy Office 
ſecketh all*poſlible-means not to. ſuffer him to deſtroy himſelf, This in- 
nocent Man perſiſteth in denying what is charged on him, and hereup- 
. on he 1s condemnedas a Negative Comuited Perſon, (that is to fay, one 

who1s convicted, but will not confeſs his Crime) to be delivered up to 
on Secular Arm, to be puniſhed according to the Laws,that is, for tobe 
urne. . | 
| Yet they never diſcontinue to exhort him to-accuſe himſelf; 'and-pro- 
vided that he do it before the Eve of his being led forth to Execution, 
he may yet avoid death. But if he perfiſt- to proteſt his Innocence, 
maugre all Exhortations, Sollictations, and.even Torture it ſelf, which 
are uſed to-oblige him to accuſe himſelf; at laſt they ſignitie to him the. 
. Decree of his Execution on the Friday, which immediately precedeth the 
Sunday of his being carried forth, © "This ſignification is made ip preſence 
of a Scrjcant of the Secular Juſtice, who caſteth a Cord upon the Hands 
of the pretended Guilty Perſon, in token that he taketh. poſſeſſion of 
| him, after that the Eccleſiaſtical Juſtice hath abandoned him; after that 
.a Confelior is brought. in, who never keaveth the condemned Perſon ci- 
ther Night of Day .: who never.ceaſeth-to prefs him particularly; and 
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exhort him to confeſs that whereof he is accuſed, that he may thereby 
fave his Life. An innocent Man muſt needs then find himſelfin a great 
perplexity. If he:continueth to'deny till Sunday, he is cruelly put to 
death the ſame day ; and if he accuſfeth himſelf, he becom-th infamous 
and miſerable for his whole Life. Nevertheleſs, if the Exhortations ' of 
his Confeſſlor, and the fear of the Punifhment, induce him to confeſs 
Crimes which henever committed, he muſt defire to be carried ta Audi- 
ence, which fails not to be immediately granted. Being there in pre- 
ſence of his Judges, he muſt firſt declare himſelf Guilty, and then ask 
| pardon as well for his Crimes, as his Obſtinacy, in refuſing ſo long to 

confeſs them. And as they always imagine, they have reaſon to believe 
they accuſe themſelves ſincerely, they oblige him to relate all his faults 
and errours particularly : And fo this innocent man, to whom they 
have already fignihed the diſpoſitions of his enemies, not being able to 

rform what is required of him, is forced to repeat that, which he had 
before heard told to him. This man may then, perhaps, imaginethat he 
ſhall be wholly quitted ; but there remain things to be done by him in- 
comparably more difficult than all which he hath hitherto done ; for the 
Inquiſitors fail not to ſpeak to him very near, in this manner. If you 
have been at the Aſſemblies upon the Sabbath day, as you fav ; and that 
your acculers have been there preſent, as is very probable; for to con- 
vince us of the ſincerity of your repentance, it 1s neceflary that you 
name not only thoſe who have accuſed you, but moreover all thoſe 
who have been with you at theſe Aſſemblies. 

[t isnot eaſfie to diſcover the reaſon which induced Meſſicurs of the 
Holy Office, to oblige theſe pretended Fews to gueſs the Witneſſes 
which have accuſed them ; untels it be that the Witneſſes of alſembling 
in the Sabbath are complices of the fact. - But how ſhall this poor inno- 
cent be able.to:gueſs ?. And if he ſhould berguilty, for what ead is it that 
he muſt name them to the Holy Office, which already knows them, 
ſince ſhe hath received their depoſition, and that it is only upon account 
of this depoſition that ſhe ths treateth the acculed perſon as guilty ? In 
all other cafes they permit not that the Criminals ſhall know their Wit- 
nefſes, againſt whom they would have objeCtions to alledge ; here they 
force them to' gueſs who they are. They are Complices, * I grant it; 
but the Inquifition will-not a'bit the better know them! after the accuſed 
perforcſhall have named them. If they accuſe themſelves voluntarily, 
theTnquifitfon hath no mrre to ſay to them. If they have been "forced 
to-confeſs their crimes m the Priſons. of the Inquiſition, they are there 
ſtill, where. they were before ; and 'Iit concerns not the Holy Office to 
make the accuicd perfon gueſs their names ; himfelf” will not vcore 
thereby the ore innocent; © nor they the Tels gvity.” The accuſe 
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rfon and the witneffes are equally in the power of the Inquiſition; 
what is then the Deſign and Intereſt of theſe Judges? Uuleſs it be -to 
cauſe that this man ſhould accuſe all his Complices in ſeeking to gueſs 
out his Witneſſes. This may ſerve for ſomewhat if he be truly guilty, 
but if he be not, this neceſlity of gueſſing cannot but involve the Inno- 
cents ; and (@sjt happens, for this poor new Chriſtian being forced to 
name people whom he knows not, to the Inquiſition, who: knows them 
{ſince without that, the confeſſion of a crime, whereof he 1s innocent, 
would nothing avail him, to fave him from the fire.) Reaſons very near 
thus. It muſt neceſſarily be, that thoſe who have accuſed me, ſhould 
be of my kindred, of my friends, of my neighbours; and laitly, ſome 
of the new Chriſtians, whoſe company I have wont to frequent : For 
the ancient Chriſtians are never almoſt accuſed or ſuſpected of Judaiſm, 
And it may be that theſe perſons have been reduced to the ſame condi- 
tion wherein [ am at preſent ; it is neceſlary therefore that 1 accuſe all 
round about me : and as it is not poſſible that I ſhould gueſs punCtually, 
and. in order, thoſe who have depoſed againſt him, to find out the ſix 
or ſeven perſons who have accuſed him, he is neceſſarily obliged to 
name a great number of innocent perions who had never thought of him; 
againſt whom, nevertheleſs, himſelf becomes a Witnels by his declarati- 
on, which is ofttimes ſufficient to cauſe them to be arrelted, and keep 
them.in the Priſons of the Holy Office, till with time they can get ſeven 
Witneſſes againſt them, as againſt him; whom.I have already ſuppoſed; 
which will be ſufficient to cauſe them to be condemned to the fire, 
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CHAP. XV. 


Wherein is farther treated of the Formalities, which are obſerved 
in the Inquiſition, 


Þ is caſie to know by what hath been already faid in the precedent 
Chapter, that theſe miſerable Victims of the Inquiſition mutually 
accuſe one another. ; and_that a man may by this. means be very inno- 
cent, although he hath fifty Witneſſes againſt him, and yet this man as 
innocent as he is, for want of accuſing khimfelf, or of gueſſing well: is de- 
livered ta the Executioners as ſufficjently convitted ; which would. never 
happen, orat leaſt very ſeldom, if they took care to confront the accu. 

ſers, witneſſes, and accuſed perſons. | 
All' which is praCtiſed againſt perſons ſuſpected of Juouiln, and all 
which hath been hitherto ſaid, is to be, underſtood allo. gf perſons be- 
come 
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come ſuſpected of Sorcery ; becauſe they are ſuppoſed to have been pre- 
ſent at thoſe ſuperſtitious_ aſſemblies which. I before mentioned. And 
| here the difficulty of naming their pretended complices and accuſers is 
much greater, becauſe they arenot as the New Chriſtians, to ſeek their 
witneſfles, and their complices, in a certain ſpecies of men, But it is ne- 
ceſſary that they find them at a venture, and indifferently, among their 
whole acquaintance, friends, kindred, enemies, neuters of all profeſli- 
ons, Which takes in many more innocents into theſe fortuitons and for< 
ced accuſations ; becauſe they muſt name a greater number, 1d to meet 
in this multitude of mnnocents with the witnefles, concerning whom they 
are asked. | 

The Goods both of thoſe who are puniſhed with Death, and of thoſe 
who avoid it by their confeſfion, are equally confiſcated-; becauſe they 
are all reputed guilty; And as the Inquiſitors deſire not ſo much their 
Lives as their Goods, and that according to the Laws of the Tribunal, 
they deliver none over to the. Secular Arm but relapſed perſons, and 
thoſe who will not ſubſcribe to their Accnſations; theſe Judges uſe. all 
poſlible Arts to induce the Priſoners to confeſs, not forgetting to rack 
them, to force them to it. _ They are alſo ſo merciful as to - Rack theſe 
accuſed perſons ina moſt violent manner, for to fave their Lives in for- 
cing them to confeſs the Crimes whereof they are accuſed; but'the true 
reaſon which makes them ſo paſſionately deſire that one ſhould accuſe 
himſelf, is that a man having confeſled him(elf guilty, the World hath 
no longer any reaſon to doubt. that his Goods were jultly confiſcated: : 
And becauſe remitting the puniſhment of Death to theſe pretended Cri- 
minals, they dazle the eyes of the _ with an apparant Goodneſs and 
Juſtice, which contributes, not-a little, to preſerve the Idea commonly 
entertained of the holineſs and gentleneſs of this Tribunal ; without 
which Artifice, it could not any long time ſubſiſt, It will not be amiſs 
here to let:the Reader know, that thoſe who have thus eſcaped the fire 
by their forced Confeſſion, when they are out of the Priſon of the Holy 
Office, are trictly obliged to publiſh that they -were treated with much 
goodneſs and clemency, ſince their life- was preſerved to them, which 
they had juſtly forfeited, For if a man who, having confeſſed himſelf 
guilty, ſhould afterwards preſume to juſtifie himſelf after his —_ 
ment, he would be-immediately accuſed, arreſted, and burat at the firi 
AFR of Faith, without any hope of pardon. |

' Other kinds of Injuſtice which are ordinarily committed in the In- 
qu iſt ion, 


| bs Chriſtians are often put to death falſly accuſed, and flenderly 'con- 
victed of having Judaized ; as the Judges of the Holy Office would 
themſelves ſoon acknowledge, if they would take the pains to examine 
the matter without- prejudice , and conſider, that among an hundred 
Perſons condemned to the Fire, as Fews, there are ſcarce found: four 
who profeſs this Law at their death, the reſt crying out” and proteſting 
to their'laſt breath, that they are Chriſtians, that they have been lo all 
their Lives, that they adore Jeſus Chriſt as their only and true God, and 
that it 1s wholly upon his Mercics and the Merits of his adorable Blood 
that they found all their hopes. but the cries and declarations of theſe 
unhappy Perſons, if we may fo cal} tkem, who ſuffer for net acknow- 
ledging a Lye, cannot inthe leaſt move theſe Gentlemen, 'who imagine 
that this authentick Confeſſion of their 'Faith, which ſo great-a number 
of People make- in dying, deſerveth not to obtain the leaft refleCtion'; 
and who believe that a certain number of W #neſſes ,whom the ſole fear of 
Fire hath induced to accule- very innocent Perſons, will be a reaſon ſtrong 
enough to defend' themy-from the juſt vengeance of. God. 'If, I fay; fo 
many Chriſtians paſfing/ for Fews are unjuſtly: delivered 'up to 'Execution 
in all the Inquiſitions, there are -noleſs, rior fewer aCts of Injuſtice per- 
formed inthe dies, againſt thoſe who are accuſed of Magick and Sor. 
cery, and as ſuch condemned to the Fire. - For to illuſtrate this, we are 
to obſerve that the Gentiles, who 'in Paganiſm - obferved” a very great 
number of ridiculous Superſtitions; to know; for example, the ſucceſs 
_ of an Aﬀair, or of adileaſe,' whether 'one 18 loved by a certain Perſon; 
who ſtole away any thing ''which is loſt, 'and for other reaſons of this 
nature : that theſe Gentiles, 1fay, cannot ſo well , nor ſo-readily torget 
all theſe things, but that they put them-often in-praftice after they | are 
Baptized ; which- will be thought leſs ſtrange if we conſider that in 
France, where the Chriſtian Religion-hath- been eſtabliſhed for fo many 
Ages, there may be yet found ſorridhy: Perſons who give belief to, | and 
uſe theſe impertineft Ceremonies, which ſo long a time hath not cauſed 
to be forgotten. Farther, that thoſe Gentiles newly Converted to the 
Faith, have paſled the greater part of their Life in Paganiſm, and that 
thoſe. who live in the States of the King of Portugal in the D:dies, are Sub- 
jects or Slaves, who ordinarily change not their Religion, | but in hope 
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of being better treated by their Lords and Maſters ; nevertheleſs theſe 
ſort of Faults which in. groſs and ignorant .Perſons, would methink de- 
ſerve rather the Whip than the Fire,'ceaſe not to be expiated by this 
cruel puniſhment in all thoſe who are convitted,; according to the. max- 
ims of this Tribunal the ſecond time, if they confeſſed the firſt time ; 
or the firſt time, if they perſiſted to deny the Fadt. And the Inquiſiti- 
on puniſheth not only Chriſtians, who fall, or who are accuſed to, have 


fallen into the. caſes;' whereof it hath-right to judge, but alſo Mahome- 


tans, Gentiles, and other Stranges'of whatſoever. Religion they be, who, 
have committed any of theſe Crimes, or who have performed any ex- 

Ercile of their Religion in the Countreys ſubje&t to' the Kihg of Portugal. 
For altho the Prince granteth Liberty of Conſcience, the Holy Office 
having the Interpretation - of this Commiſſion, conſenteth indeed that 


Strangers ſhould live in their Religion, but- punifheth thoſe as guilty 


who perform any exerciſe of it.” And'as in the Lands of the Portugueze 
Dominion in the Irdies, there are many more: Mahometans and Gentiles 
than Chriſtians, and that the Inquiſition which puniſheth the relapſed 
Chriſtians with death, never inflifteth Capital Puniſhment upon thoſe 
who never received' Baptiſm, altho they ſhould relapſe an hundred times 
into the ſame Fault ; and that at the moſt they are-quitted for.Baniſh- 


ment, the Whip, or the Gallies ; this fear of living condemned to the: 


Fire hinders many from embracing Chriſtianity. And the Holy Office 
far from being uſeful in theſe Countreys to the Propagation of the Faith, 


ſerveth for nothing elſe but to drive People from the Church, and create 
in them an abhorrence of it. "a Be 


The perpetual Succeſſion - of  Accuſatibns, which neceſſarily follow, 


all which. 1 have hitherto related; andthe liberty which every. one ta- 

keth, of freely accuſing thoſe who are his Enemies, cauſeth that the 

Priſon of the Inquiſition are never long time empty, ' and tho- the Atts 

of. Faith are qnadcat thelateſt from.two to'two,; or from three to three 
cars, there 4alnot nevertheleſs to ' appear in” every one 'about two 
undred. Priſoners, and ſometimes more, ''* 7 
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FI Some particulars concerning »the Officers of the Ininuifition. 


N all the Countries of the Portugueze Dominions, there are four In- 
quiſitions, to wit, in Portugal 'thoſt of 'L3rbdy, Conimbra, and Dev- 
I r8, 
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rg, and in the Eaft Indies that of Gos, Theſe Tribunals are all Su- 
preme, and judge without Appeal all thoſe matters which happen with- 
in the extent of their. bounds. That of Gas [extendeth its JuriſUiftion 
over all the Countrys poſſeſſed by the King of Porrng al, beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope. Belide t four Tribunals, there 1s alſo the great Corncil 
of the Inquiſition, wherein prefideth the Inquiſitor General ; this Tribunal 
1s the chicf of all athers, . and is informed-of al} which is done by the 
others. Beſide the Honour, the exceſſive Authority, .and the Penſions 
annexed to the Charges of all ths Inquiſitors, they: draw thence allo a 
conliderable profit two ways; _ The feſt, then when they cauſe the ef- 
fetts of the Priloners to be publickly fold ; by which means, if -there be 
found any thing rare and precigus, they need only ſend Tome of their 
Domeſticks to cheapen it; and it is certain that no body will dare to be 
ſo bold as to bid abaye hin: Wheace it happens often that things are 
adjudged to him at half of their juſt: yalue. | | 
 Theſecond mean, by which they may yet more conſiderably gain, is, 
that the price of the confifcated Goods being brought into the Royal 
Exchequer, they have power to ſend orders when they will, and for 
what ſumms they pleaſe, to ſupply the expences and ſecret neceſſities - of 
the Holy Office ; which is paid to them ready; down, without that any 
perſon dare enquire wherein theſe ſecret. neceſſities conſiſt, infomuch as 
uk all which comes from theſe confiſcations return to them one way 
or other. | | 
All the Inquiſitors are named _by the King, and confirmed by the 
Pope, from whom they reccive their Bulls. There is: no man-at Gow, 
but the Grand Inquiſitor, who hath or claimeth the right of being car- 
ried in a Chair. Much greater reſþeft i given to bim than either to the 
Arch-biſhop or Vice-Roy ; and the Governours when the Vice-roy is 
dead. His Authority extends-over all ſorts of perſons, Laick and Ec- 
clefiaſtick, except the Arch-biſhop,- his. Grand: Vicar, who is always a 
Biſhop ; the Vice-roy, and the Governours, when the Vice-roy is dead: 
although he can caule even rherti, to, þe arreſted, after ke hath given ad- 
vice of his intention to the Court of Portugal, and hath received ſecret 
ders of the ſupreme Council of the Inquiſition at Zizbow, ealted-Cou- 
felho Supremo. "This Tribuaal afſembleth not but from fifteen to fifteen 
days, unleſs ſomewhat extraordinary. intervenes, which may oblige 
them to meet more frequently ; whereas the ordinaty Councils axe re- 
gularly afſembled twice a day, in the morning from eight-of the Clock 
to eleven, and in the afternoon from two to four, and ſometimes later ; 
c{pecially when the times .of -the As of Faith draw near , for then the 
Audiences are oftitimes prolonged till ten at night, Foorrs 736 0k

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When they judge Cauſes, beſides the Deputies which alfiſt, the Archo 
Biſhops or Biſhops of the places where the Inquiſition is eſtabliſhed, have 
a right to be preſent at the Tribunal, and to preſide thetein all the j 
ments which are made. But'it is time to return to what particularly 
relates to my ſelf.

In what manner I was led the firſt time to Audience, and what they 
ſaid to me. 


<4 had given menatice when I was firſt ſhut up in the Priſons of 
the Holy Office, that whenſoever 1 ſhould have need of any thing, 
I need only knock ſoftly at the door to call the Guards, or deſire .it of 
them at the hours of meals; and that when I would go to Audience, I 
muſt addreſs my ſelf to the Akaide, who, 'as well as the Guards, never 
ſpake to the Priſoners without a witneſs. They had alfo given to me 
hopes, as I before faid, - that my Liberty ſhould immediately follow my 
Confeſſion. For this reaſon I ceaſed not to importune the Officers that 
I might be carried before my Judges : But with all theſ tears and en- 
treaties, I could not abtain this favour till the laſt of Fannrary 1674- 

The Alcaide accompanicd with one of the Guards, came to me upIn 
this account, at two of the Clock in the Afternoon, I habited my {elf 
according to his Directions, and went out of my Cell, my Head, Leggs, 
and Feet being naked, The Alaide went before me and the Guard 
followed me. We marched in this order to the very door of the Cham« 
ber of Audience, where the Alcaide having advanced a little and made-a 
profound reverence, ſtept back to let me eater alone. '1 found there, 
as before, the Inquiſiter andthe Secretary, I fell down at firſt upon 
my knees; butt having teceived order to ariſe and ſit down, I ſeated 
ſelf upon a Bench which was at the end of the Table on the ſame ſide 
with my Judge. Near me upon the end - of the Table laid a Miſlal ; 
upon which before we proceeded any farther, they made me lay my 
hand and promiſe to keep ſecfeſie. and: ſpeak the Truth : which two 
Oaths are exacted of all. thoſe who approach this Tribunal, whether it 
be for to depoſe or to receive any Order. They then asked me if I 
knew the cauſe of my impriſonment, and. whether I were reſolved to 
confeſs it. ' To which having anſwered that I deſired- nothing more, I 
recited exattly all which before related in the beginning of this Narra- 
tire, touching Baptiſm, and Images, without ſaying any thing of w_ 
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' T had adyanced concerning the Inquiſition, becauſe-I did not then remem- 
-ber it. My Judge having farther aske& me whether I had nothing elſe 


it to ſay,and being told that this was all which [ remembred, far fromre- 
{if ſtoring my Liberty tome, as I had hoped, finiſhed this Audience with

if That I had done very wiſely in accuſing my ſelf fo willingly, and

| the Goodneſs and Mercy + which are uſed in this Tribunal, towards

| [ My Confeſſion and his Exhortation being finiſhed and written down, 
they read it to me, and I ſigned it ; after which the Inquiſitor rung the 
Bell to call the Alcaide, who carried me out, - and brought me back into 
my Chamber in the ſame order, in which I had gone. v 
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C-H A P. XIX. 
My ſecond and third Audvence. 


[| Was carried the ſecond time before my Judges without defiring it, 
the 15th of February, which made me believe that they had ſome 
deſign to free me : As ſoon as I came in they asked me anew , whether 
I had nothing more to ſay, and exhorted me to diſguiſe nothing, but 
on the contrary ſincerely to confeſs all my Faults, 1 anſwered, that 
how great care ſoever I had taken to examine my ſelf, I could not call 
to mind any other thing than what I had already confeſſed. At laſt 
they asked me'my Name, that of my Father, Mother, Brother, Grand-, 
fathers and Grand-mothers, God-fathers and God-mothers ; 'whether I 
were a Chriſtam de oito dias, that is to ſay, a Chriſtian of eight days, be- 
cauſe in Portugal they baptize not Children till the eighth day after'their 
Birth ; asalſo Women in Child-bed go not out, nor go to Church , till 
forty days after their delivery,how happy ſoever that may have been.My 
Judge ſeemed to be ſurprized, when I told him that this Cuſtom of de- 
ferring the Baptiſm of Children till the eighth day was not obſerved" in 
France, Where they Baptized them as ſoon as could be : and it ſufficient- 
ly appears from the obſervance of theſe Legal Ceremonies, that notwith- 
ſtanding the Averſion which the Port teſtifie againft the Jews, they 
are nevertheleſs no very refined Chrittians. But this is not the greateſt 
evil which refulteth from the ebſeryatton 'of theſe Ceremonies, ao, 
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firſt, it nappens but too often that Children dye without being regenera- 
ted by the haly Sacrament of Baptiſm, and are-thereby deprived of Hea- 
ven for ever; and not to violate the Cuſtom of Purification, which 
ought no longer to be continued after the publication of the Goſpel, the* 
Portugueze Women make no ſcruple to contemn the commands of the 
Church, which oblige all Chriſtians to be preſent at Sunday, and*on the 
Feaſts of the Holy Sacrifice of the Maſs, if they be not prevented by 
lawfal impediments. 2 
They alſ@asked me the name of the Curate who had Baptized me ? in 
what Dioceſs ? what Town ? what Pariſh ? and laſtly, whether 1 ever 
were Confirmed ? and by what Biſhop ? Having ſatisfied all theſe Queſti- 
ons, they commanded me to kneel down, to make the ſign of the Croſs, 
to repeat the Lords Prayer, the Ave-Mary, the Creed, the Command- 
ments of God, and of the Church, and the Salve Regina ; laſtly, he 
finiſhed as at the firſt time, by exhorting me through the Bowels of the 
mercy of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to confeſs without delay ; which being 
read in my preſence, and ſigngd by me, I was remitted to my 
Chamber. . | 
From the firſt moment that I had been in this Priſon” I had been al- 
ways melanchally, and never ceaſed to ſhed tedrs ; but at my return 
from tlfis ſecond Audience, 1 entirely abandoned my ſelf to-all grief, ſee- 
ing that they exated of me the things which appeared-Mmpoſlible to me, 
ſince my memory ſuggeſted to me nothing of that which they deſired I 
ſhould confeſs. & endeavoured then'to end my life by hunger, I recei- 
ved indeed&the meat which they brought to me, becauſe I could not re- 
fuſe it, without expoſing my ſelf to receive baſtinadoes from the Guards, 
who take great care to obſerve, when the Plates are returned to thems, 
whether the Priſoners have eaten. enough to ſuſtain Nature : But my de- 
ſpair ſuggeſted to me means of cluding their diligence : I paſſed whole 
ays without cating any thing, and that they might _ not perceive it, I 
caſt into the Baſin'part of what they _— me. This courſe of diet was 
the cauſe that I was entirely deprived of ſleep, and my whole employ. 
rent conſiſted in fying my Body, and ſhedding tears. However, 
I omitted not in this time of my AMiction, to reflect upon the errours 
of my paſt life, and to yr ongy + that it was by, a juſt Judgment of 
God, that I had fallen into that. depth of miſery and. unhappineſs... I 
proceeded alſo ſo far as to believe that he intended perhaps to make uſe 
of this mean to call me to himſelf, and cortvert me. . Having a little. for- 
tified my ſelf by ſuch meditations, Iimplored with my whole heart, the, 


aſſiſtance of the Bleſſed Virgin, who. is no le($ the, conſolation of the 
afflicted, than the Aſylum and refuge of Sinners ;; PM YIOn, have. - 
impriſonment, as 


ſo viſibly experienced protection, as well dutin 
ug K upon 
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upo1 other occaſions of my life, that I ceuld not omit to render this 
pablick ceſtimony of it, | | 

' At laſt, after I had madea more exact, or a more happy examination 
of all which I had ſaid or done, during my ſtay at Daman, I called to 
mind what I had advanced concerning the Inquiſition, and its Integrity ; 
I immediately deſired audience,” which yet was not granted to me till 
the ſixteenth of March following. I doubteFnot, but in appearing be- 
fore my Judge," to terminate all my affair ; and that upon my confeſſron, 
which I intended to make, they would immediately reſtbre me to per- 
fect Liberty, but then when I thought my hopes at the point of-being 
compleated, 1 ſaw my ſelf at once depriv'd of all theſe ſweet hopes; be- 
eaule having confefſed all which 1 had to ſay touching the Inquiſition, 
they told me that this was not that which they expected of me; andl 
| having nothing elſe to ſay, was immediately remitted without ſo much 
as their vouchſafing to write down my Confeſſion, *

How Deſpair induced me to attempt my life. 


Am now come to the moſt unhappy time of my 2 for, how 
bl 


ſevere ſoever it had hitherto been, I had, at leaſf, the comfort of 
having ſuffered with ſome patience, and even of having endeavoured to 
make a good uſe of my Sufferings ; for the Faith obligeth us to believe 
that the greateſt Evils are fo many Advantages, to thoſe who make 
_ good uſe of them [ ought not therefore to fook upon this as an unhappy 
time any more than that wherein I committed faults, which I cannot 
but conſider as very great, and which I pretend not to juſtifie, or even 
to excuſe, by the cruelty of thoſe who required of me impoſſible things, 
on pain of burning, fince they carry nof along with them ſo great extre- 
_ as may juſtifie deſpair, which is the greateſt and worſt of all 
Evils. | 
'I was once reſolved not to ſpeak of, in this place, the deſpair which 
feized me, nor the endeavours of deſtroying my own life, to which 1 
was induced by it ; but it was believed it would be importafit to give 
this accaunt, ſince it cannot be denied that the unjuſt ſeverities of the In- 
quiſicion give at'leaſt occaſion to many to fal into the ſame condition : 
And that 't concerneth'the publick to 'make known not only the evil of 
@w unjuft aftiotis confideted in themlyes; but alſo the horrible ys 
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which are the ton ordinary conſequefices of them. For if periohs wha. 
have Learning and Education,, who are initruttd in their duties, and 
who never forſake the conſiderations of Faith fall into ſuch extrenmitics ; 
what may not be feared from ſo many ignorant perſons without Educa- 
tion, the greateſt part of them new Converts from PaFtaniſm, where 
they have alroſt all their life looked on Deſpair as an Act of Generoſity. 
I confeſs, that the ill ſucceſs of my laſt audience, which 1 had believed 
would be ſo favourable for me, was an inſupportable blow to me, and 
that thenceforth accoMfing Liberty'to be an happineſs to which i could 
no longer pretend ;-I abandoned my elf fo far to Melancholly and De- 
ſpair, that | wanted but little of enffrely loſing my Reaſon: 

I had not forgot that it is forbidden to a man to deſtroy himſelf, and I 
had nodeſign to deſtroy myſelf eternally, but>1 defired to live no lon- 
ger; and the extreme defire which | had to dye, troubled me fo far, 
that | invented a mean, in the midit of my Deſpair, waica fright effectu- 
ally procure my Death, and a natural Death, fince | could not reſolve to 
lay violent hands upon my ſelf; and I imagined that God would pardowr 
me if I procuree it flowly, and by the means of others... 1 feigned then 
to be fick, and to have a Fever; they immediately brought to me a 
Pandite, or a Gentile Phyſician, who made no ſcruple to be convinced 
from the motion of my blood within my, Pulſe, which he took for a 
true Fever, and ordered me to be let blood, which was reiterated for 
F days together ; and as my,intention 1o pling this Remedy was yery 
differgnt from that of my Phyſician, who labpured to recover my health, 
while 1 thought of nothing but ending this miſerable and uuhappy life. . 
As ſoon as every. one was retired, and my door was ſhut, | unticd* the 
Fillet, and ſuffered ſo much blood to run gut as "might fill a Cup con- 
taining atleaſt 18 Ounces. I reiterated, theſe cruel evacuations as dftea 
*as 1 was blooded, and-wigha, cating almolt no food,- it is not hard to 
judge that 1 was reduced to extreme weakneſs. . .. 

The Alcaide who obſerved fo conſiderable a c 


ho obſ 1d . change in my Body, 
could not ſufficiently wonder at the ill condition wherein 1,was., which 
admitted ſcarce any hope of recovery. The Pandze wat in the fame 
aftoniſhment, which obliged them to.advertiſe the Inquiſitor, who aro- 
poſed to meto be confeſled. , As 1 did not. believe 'my ſelf ta.be in a. 
condition of eſcaping death, I began to reſent what 1, done, nu being. 
unwilling to deſtroy Soul and Body both together, I conſented to-seceive 
a Confetiour. They brought to-me a good Religious of the Order ; af 
St. Francis, to whom haying given.an,catice knowledge, of :my procee- 
ding, 1 tecefved much confelation from him.;. His.gaod Advices: made 
me take a refolu ion of coreriburing a.0uch a 1: could to the. re | 
ry of my Health;'I gave him leave to-inform the Inquiſitor ſecret y of 
| all . 
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all which had happened : And from that day which was Holy Friday, 
they gave to me, with ll care, all things neceſſary for the ſpeedy re- 
covery of my ſtrength, which I had loſt with my Blog ; and for to 
fweettn my Melancholly a little, wherewith 1 was overwhelmed, they 
ſhut up with me another Negro Priſoner, . who was accuſed of Mas 
gick, and who kept me company for five months. , 1 wo hs during 
all this while, more command of my reaſon, and wasleſs melancholly ; 
but as ſoon as they imagined me*to be well recovered, they withdrew 
my Companion, ant the loſs of this comfort made me relapſe into the 
ſame condition, to which I had been at firſt reduced, 
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New exceſſes to which my deſpair carried me. = 


, ; - 


[| Pecame morefurious than ever by the abſence of my Companion ; 
I beat my Breaſt and my Face with my Fiſts and not contented with 
that, ſought means to take away my Life, which 1 could not loſe by 


my former attempt. I believed Fell that I ſhould not ſucceed in Coun- 
terfeiting Sickneſs a ſecond time ; and even if I ſhould really be believed, , 
if they opened me a Vein they would take all poſſible precaution to hin- _ 
der mo from loſing my Blood a ſecond time. This is the reaſon why 
being animated with my deſpair, I remembred that notwithſtanding the 
diligent ſearch which had been made upon me,when I was ſhut up,I had 
faved ſome pieces of Gold which had been ſown in a Ribband tied about 
the Calf of my Leg, in form of a Garter. 1 took then one of thoſe pieces 
which I broke in two, - and ſharpened one part ſo well, and fo long a. 
gainſt an Earthen Pot, that I gave it a pomt, #nd made it cut on both 
ſides. This I made uſe of as a Launcer, with deſign to open the Arte- 
ries of my Arm.- I took for this end all neceſſary precautions ;*I thruſt 
it iſto my Arm as far as was poſlible ; but notwithſtanding all my cares. 
I-could not effeft what Iintended; and inſtead of the Arteries 1-opened 
only. the Veiris that are above them.” | F960 "3 
Being reſolved no longer'to keep any meaſure, I contented not my,;ſelf 
with drawing out my Blood by degrees. I let both my Arms bleed, till 
growing faint I lajid-my ſelf down in my Blood, wherewith the Chamber 
wag filled. And it is certain that if God by a particular mercy had not di- 
reCted,that at that very time the Door ſhould be opened to-bring me ſome- 
what neceſſary, in atime when it was not orfdinary for the Guards ta 
come, 1 had miſerably loſt both my” Life and. my Soul I leaye you 


to 
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to imagine the ſurprize of the Guards when they ſaw me in this conditi- 
on. They uminediately. called the Alcaide, and all together came in: , 
They bound up my Arms and ufet ſuch Skill that I ſoon returned out 
of that-\woon, wherein ſo conſiderable an evacuation of, Blood had res 
duced me. They firſt carried this news to the Inquiſitor, who ordered 
_ lead me to Audience, whether 1 was carried at four a- 

ock.. | Tg | 
| Lying at length upon the Ground, my extreme weakneſs not per- 
mitting me either to ſtand or fit, the Inquiſitor, after many reproaches, 
commanded them to carry me away, and pu: Manacles upon me to 
hinder me from pulling off the bands wherewith my Arms were bound 
up ; this was immediately put in execution, and | had not only my hands 
chained, but alſo a Collar of Iron that was joyned td the Manacles, and 
was fhut with a Padlock, inſfomuch as 1 could not any longer move 
my Arms. > 

But this proceeding ſerved only to enrage me the more, I threw my 
ſe|f upon the ground ; 1 ran my Head againft the Walls and Pavement, . 
If they had ſuffered me wo continue never o little while in this conditions” 
my Arms would infallibly have been unbound, and I could not have, 
avoided death : But a#they kept a ſtrift eye. upon me, they perceived, 
very well, by my ations, that ſeverity was not ſeaſonable; and that it 
were better torry ways of ſweetneſs ; they took off my Irons therefore, 
and endeavoured to comfort me with deceitful hopes, . They changed 
my Chamber, and onee more'gaye me a Companion, who had order to 
anſwer for me; nevertheleſs God'who had always py ry me from 
fo great an unhappineſs, diſſipated; by his Grace, the deſpair wherein I 
was plunged. - More happy herein than many others, who often*Mur- 
'der themſelves in the Priſons of the Holy Office, where theſe unhappy 
petſons are debarred alt-forts of hurhane comforts. My new Companion - 
ſtayed with me about two months, and as ſoon as they perceived me to 
be tore peaceable he was taken away, atthough my weakneſs was'then 
ſo gftat, that I cottld ſcarce riſe from my Bed torreceive my Meat at the 
door, which was fet not above two, paces from it. At laft, after 1 had 
paſſed a year in this manner, by ſuffering much, 1even contracted a ha- 

er th 


bit of ſuffering ; and God, aft at; ga c ime patierig#tn ough not to make 
any more attempts upon thy lifes, 0 
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C H A P. XXII. 


My fourth Audience, in which the Promotor formeth againſt me Con- 
cluſions of ſuffer ing Death. | 


I had been now almoſt eighteen months in the Inquiſition, when my 
Judges underſtanding that I was in a condition to anſwer, cauſed me 
to be brought the fourth time to Audience, where they asked me whe- 
ther I were, at laſt, reſolved to confeſs what they had ſo long expected 
from me, to which 1] anſwering, that I could remember nothing elſe 
than what I had already confefled ; the Promotoft of the Holy Office 
preſented himſelf with a Libel, to ſignifie to me the ' informations -made 
againſt me. 
In all my other examinations I had been accuſed, and they had con- 
tented themſelves to hear my depoſition without entring into any dif- 
.. courſe with me; and. were immediately wont to ſend me back as ſoon 
as I had ended the accuſation of my ſelf, but in this fourth examination 
'1 was accuſed, and time was given me to defegd my ſelf;, and they 
read to me in the Informations made againſt me, the things whereof I 
had accuſed my ſelf. The Fats were three, l had acknowledged themof 
my own proper motion, There was then nothing to oppoſe concerning 
the Facts themſelves, but I thought it my duty to demonſtrate to 
my Judges, that they were not ſo Criminal as. they imagined; I ſaid 
then upon the account of what I had diſputed concerning Baptiſm, my 
intentjon was not in the leaſt to oppoſe the Doctrine of the Church : 
But. that the paſſage, Unleſs a man be born again of Water and of the Holy 
Ghoſt, he cannox enter into the EF. par of Heaven (;Fobn 3. 5.) appearing to 
me very expreſs, I had deſired. the explication of it.. - ''he Grand Inqui- 
fitor ſeemed ſurprized at this Paſſage, which all the World-knows by 
heart, and i was no leſs ſurprized at his ſurprize. He. asked me where 
1 had that Paſſage ? from. the Goſpel of St. Fobr, faid I, the third Chap- 
ter, and the fifth Verſe. He cauſed a new Teſtament to be brought, 
looked for the Paſſage, but explained. it not to me; it had been, never- 
theleſs, caſie to tell me that Tradition . explained it ſufficiently, ſince 
they. always accounted to be Baptized, not 'only thoſe who had ſuffered 
Death for our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, without receiving the ordinary Ceremo- 
nies of Baptiſm, but, alſo thoſe who had been ſurprized by Death in the. 
deſire of being Baptized, and in Repentance of their ſins.

Concerning the adoration of Images, I told him that I had advanced 
nothing which [ had not taken from the Holy Council of Trexe, "and 
cited to him the pallage of the 25th Seſſion, concerning the Invocaticn of 
Saints, and Hily Images. The Images of Chriſt, 
of the Mother of God, and of other Saints, are to Imagines Chriſti, Deipara 
be retained ; and due Honour and Reverence is tro be Y 384815 & altorum Sa"o- 
paid to them, ſo that through their Images to which _ —_ .- Boe 
we fall downproſtrate, we may adore Chriſt, and nemimpectiendam, ita ur per 
wenerate the Saints, whoſe likeneſs they bear. My imagines eorum quibus pro-

ed it in the Countil of Trent, he ſhut the Book jeremur. RE. rh 
without explaining the Paſfage to me. | . 

Thereis ſomewhat incomprehenſible in this degree of Ignorance, in 
the perſons who undertake to judge others in Matters of Faith; and [ 
confeſs that I ſhould have hardly belieyed theſe Facts my ſelf although 
I ſaw them, and very well remember them, if I had not Itarnt by the 
printed Relations of Mt*Tavernier, that how reſerved ſoever Father 
Ephraim de Nevers were, upon what reſpecteth the Inquiſition, which 
| had made him ſuffer ſo much; he could not forbear to fay, that:nothing 
had been more unſupportable to him than the ignorance of - its 
Miniſters. | 

The Promotor in reading the Information, had ſaid, tat -beſides all 
this which-1 had acknowledged, I was moreover accuſed, and ſuffici- 
_ ently convicted of having ſpoken with contempt of the Inquiſition, and 

its Miniſters, and of having held diſreſpectful diſcourſes concerning the 
Pope, and againſt his Authority; and; concluded, that the obſtinacy 
which I had hitherto-manifeſted in contemning ſo many delays and charita- 
ble admonitions;,which had-been givegto me, was a convincing proof that | 
- I had very pernicious deſigns, and that my intention was to teach and 

foment Hereſie ; that conſequently, 1 had incurred. the puniſhment of , 
greater Excommunication, that -my Goods ought to. be confiſcated to 
the Kings Exchequer, and my ſelf be delivered to the Secular Power, 
to be puniſhed- for my Crimes according to the Laws, that is, for to 
be burnt.  » 

I leave the Reader here to imagine what effect theſe cruel concluſi- 
ons of the Promotor of the Holy Office produced in my Soul. Yet I -/ 
can allure you that how terrible ſoever theſe words were, the death 
wherewith I was then threatned, appeared to me much leſs formidable 
than the continuation of my Slavery ; ſo that notwithſtanding the trou- 
ble and grief which ſeized me, upon theſe concluſions pronounced a- 


gainſt m2, I failed not to anſwer to the new Accuſations which were e- 
ven

venow ſignified to me, that- in reſpect of my Intentions, they had ne- 
ver been bad, that [ had always been a zealous Catholick, that all thoſe 
with whom I had converſed in the Indtes could teltifie the ſame, particu- 
larly Father Ambroiſe, and Father Ywes, both French Capuchins, who 
had diverſe times heard me in Confeſſion : And 1 underſtood after my 
departure, that Father Yue was actually at Goa at the ſame time -when 
I alledged him as a Witneſs of my Innocence ; that 1 had gone ſixteen 
Leagues.to fatisfie the duties of Eafter ; that if 1 had nourfſhed any He- 
. reſie in my Heart, it had been very eahe for me to propagafe it in thoſe 
' parts of the Indies, where any one may live and ſpeak with perfect free- 

dom, and that I would not then have choſen my Habitation in the Do- 
minions of the King of Portugal ; that I was ſo far from Dogmatically 
oppoſing Religion, that I had on the contrary entred diverſe times info 
diſpute with the Hereticks for to defend it ; that . indeed 1 remembred 
my (elf to have ſpoken-with too much Liberty of that Tribunal, be- 
fore which I then pleaded, and of the Perſons whieh poſſeſſed it ; but 
that I was ſurprized they ſhould rake*that a Crime, which had been 
treated as a trifle, when I would have confefled it, almoſt a year and 
an half ſince ; that for what concerned *the Pope, Þ remembred not to 
have ſpoken of him in that manner which my Accuſations infinuated ; 


that nevertheleſs if they would tell me the particulars of it, 1 would 


ſincerely confeſs the truth. 


The Inquiſitor taking me up, told me, that time ſhould be*given me, 
to conſider of what reſpected the Pope, but that he could not ſufficient- 
ly admire my Impudcnce, in that I pretended tb have confeſſed what 
related to the Inquiſition, when it was moſt certain that I had not ©6- 
pened my mouth about it, and that if I had made any Confefſion upon 
this Article, in that time when I pretended to have made it, 1 had not 
continued fo long time in Priſon. &remembred ſo perfettly what had been 

faid, and what had been anſwered to me, and 1 was moreover ſo tran- 
ſported with anger to ſee myſelf fo abuſed, that if they had not im- 
mediately commanded me to be taken away, as ſoon as I had ſigned my 
. Depoſition, 1 ſhould not perhaps have contained my ſelf from reproach- 
ing my Judge; and if I had enjoyed as much force and liberty as my 


- Paſſion gave mg Courage, it may be he ſhould not have eſcaped with 
-reproathfyl words, . 
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They carry me yet ſeveral times to Audience ; Diverſe Obſervati- 
ons upon the Proceedings of the. Inquiſition. 


| nh yet called to Audience three or four times in leſs than a Month; 
and they urged me to confeſs that whereof [ had been accuſed con- 
cerning the Pope. They alſo ſignified to me a new proof, which the 
Promoter pretended he had drawn againſt me upon that ſubject , but 
which contained nothing different from what he had already urged a- 
gainſt me ; but what. clearly demonſtrates this Accufation to have been 
only a falſity invented On purpoſe to make me confeſs, is that they would 
not tell me the particulars of what they pretended I had ſpoken; 'but 
at laſt perceiving it impoſſible to draw any thing of that nature” from 
me, they ceaſe to mention it to me; and that this Article was not in- 
ſerted in my Proceſs, when it was publickly read in the 4& of Faith. 
They endeavouredalfo in their laſt Audience to make me acknowledge 
that in the Facts whereof 1 had been accuſed, my intention was to de- 
fend Herekie ; but to this I would never condeſcend, there being no- 
thing more contrary to truth. | 

During the Months of Nowember and December, I heard every mor- 
ning the cries of thoſe who were put upon the Rack ; which is ſo cruel 
a torture, that I ſaw diverſe Perſons both of the one and the other Sex, 
who were diſtorted-and maimed by it, and among others the firſt Com= 
panion they had aſfigned to me in the Prifon. In this Holy Tribunal no 
reſpett is made of Quality, Age, or Sex, and all are indifferently ſub- 
mitted to the torture, when the Intereſt of the Inquiſition ſo requi= 
TEth it. - 

Iremembred to have heard it faid, before I entered into the” Priſons 
of the Holy Office, that the Auto dafe, or A&# of Faith was ordinarily 
performed the firſt Sunday in Advent, becauſe on that day is read in the 
Church that part of the Goſpel, wherein mention is made of the laſt 
Judgment, and that the Inquiſitors pretend, by this Ceremony, to make 
a Lively and Natural reprelentation of it. 1-was moreover perſwadetl 
that there were then a great number of Priſoners in the Jnquiſition. 
The profound ſilence which is every where obſerved in this Houte, 
had given me Opportunity to count very near how many Doors were 
opened at the hours of repaſt. I had alſo obtained a pretty certain 
knowledge that there was arrived an Arch-Biſhop at Goa, in the Month 


of OFober, after that See had been vacant near 3o years ; becaulc = 
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42 
had extraordinarily rung the Bells at the Cathedral. for nine days toge- 
ther, which neither the univerſal Church, nor that of Gos in particular 
Celebrates any remarkable Feſtival ; and becauſe I knew this Prelate 
was expected even before my Impriſonment. All theſe Reaſons made me 
hope that I ſhould. be ſet at liberty in the beginning of December,tut when 
} ſaw the firſt and ſecond Sundays of Advent paſſed, I doubted not but 
that cither my Liberty or my Puniſhment were at leaſt deferred for a- 
nother intire year, .

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C H A P. XXIV. 


How IT perceived that the Auto dafe was to: be performed on the 
morrow, and what Habits were given to us to appear in this Ce- 
remony. 


f \ S [ perſwaded my ſelf that the Auto dafe was never performed but 


in the month of December , when I ſaw the whole month ſpeat 
without obſerving any preparation to that terrible Ceremony, I deter- 
mined to ſuffer yet one year longer ; nevertheleſs when 1 expected it 


| leaſt, 1 found my ſelf to be in the eve of my inlargement from that long 
® 


Captivity, wherein I Ianguiſhed two years. 
I obſerved that on Saturday the 11th of Fanuary, 1676, being about 
to-give my Linnen after Dinner to the Officers to be waſhed, after the 
uſual Cuſtom, they would not receive it, but put me off till the next 
day ; 1 failed not to make a great many reflexions upen the cauſe of this 
extraordinary refuſal ; and not finding any which ſatisfied me, 1 conclu- 
ded that the A# of Faith was probably.to be performed the. next day ; 
but I confirmed my felf much more in my Opinion, or rather I held it for 
moſt certain, when after I had heard it ring to Veſpers at the Cathedral, 
it immediately rung to Mattins ; which was never before done while I 
was Priſoner, except upon the eve of Corpas Chriſti day, which is celebra- 
ted in the Indies upon the Thurſday, which immediately follows quaſi me- 
do Sunday, becauſe of the continual Rains which fall there at that time 
when it is celebrated in Europe. OR. 6 
They brought me my Supper, which i refuſed, and which contrary 
totheir ordinary cuſtom, they prelied me not very much to receive. As 
ſoon as the doors were ſhut upon me, I entirely abandoned my felf to 
thoſe melancholly thoughts which poſlefled me ; and at laſt, aftermany 
tears and ſighs, overwhelmed with forrow and imaginations of death, I 
tell aſleep, a little after Eleyen a Clock at Night. 
| | I 


I had not been long afleep, ' when my ſleep 'was' interrupted on the 
ſudden by the noiſe which the Guards made in opening my door. 1 was 
ſurprized to ſee perſons enter into my Cell with light, being not before 
accuſtomed it, and the time of the night contributed to redouble my 
apprehenſion. The Alcaide gave me an habit, which he ordered me to 
put on, gnd to be ready to go out when he ſhould come to call me, and 
ſo withdrew, leaving in my Chamber a-Lamp burning. 

I had not upon this occaſion either ſtrength to riſe, or to make any 
anſwer to him ; and from the inſtant that theſe men yuitted me, I was 
ſeized with an univerſal and fo violent a trembling, that for more than 
an hour it was not poſſible for me ſo much as to look upon the habit 
which they had brought me. At laſt 1 aroſe, and proſtrating my ſelf 
upon the ground before a Croſs which 1 painted upon the Wall, I re- 
commended my ſelf to God, and abandoned my fortune to his protecti- 
on. Then I put on the habit, which conſiſted of a Veſt whole ſleeves 
.came down to the wriſt, anda pair of Drawers which reached to the 
very heels ; the whole made of black ſtuff, ſtriped with white.

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C H A P. XXV:. 


Of the Preparations to the Att of Faith, and the diverſe Ornaments 
which are diſtributed tothe Criminals, according to the diverſity 
of their Crimes,

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| Had not tong time to wait after I had taken the habit which wasleft 
for me. Theſe Gentlemen, who had come the firſt time a little be. 
fore Midnight, returned at Two a Clock of the morning intomy Cham. 
ber ; out of which*they led me into a long Gallery, where | found a 
good number of my CONT in miſery, ranged round about againft 
the Wall; I put my ſelf into my place, and there came yet diverſe 
after me. 

Although there were near 200 men in this Gallery, as all obſerved a 
moſt profound ſilence, that in this great number there were not above 
12 Exrepeans, who could hardly be diſtinguiſhed among the others, and 
that all were as my ſelf, cloathed with black ſtuff, One might have ea- 
ſily taken all theſe perſons for -fo many Statues ſet againſt the Wall, if 
the motion of their eyes, the uſe of which alone was permitted to them, 
had not teſtified. them to be living Creatures. The place wherein we 
were thus aſſembled was enlightned only by a little number of Lamps, 


whole liglit was ſo obſcure, that this joyned to fo many black, _ 
- - | choly, 


holy, and afflited abjedts, © ſeem'd to be no other than a preparation 
for the Celebration of ſome Funeral. 


The Women who were Veſted wit1 the ſame ſtuff with us, were. in 
the next Gallery; where we could not ſee them ; but I obſerved that in a 
Dormitory a little remote from ours, there were alſo other Priſoners, 
and perions Veſted in Black, and ſome in a long habit, who walked up 
and down. I knew not then what this mzant, but | learncd after a few 
hours, that thoſe who were to be burned were there, and that the per- 
ſons who walked about were ther Confeflors. 

As | knew not then the formalities of the Holy Office, whatſoever + 
defire | had in time paſt to dye, I then feared to be of the number of 
thoſe who were deſtined tothe Flames ; yet I recovered courage in a 
little time, when I conſidered that I had nothing in my habit which di- 
ſtinguiſhed me from others, and that there was no likelihood that ſo 
great a number of perſons, who were apparrelled like my ſelf, ſhould 
be put to death together. 

After we were all ranged againſt the Walls of this Gallery, they gave 
to every one of us a Taper of yellow Wax : They then brought to us 
other Habits to put over the former, made like Declinaticks, or great 
Scapularies ; they were of yellow ſtuff, with St. Andrews Croſles paint- 
ed on them inred, before and behind.' They are wont to give theſe ſort 
of marks to thoſe who have committed, or who are eſteemed to have 
committed Crimes againſt the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, whether they be 
is Mahometans, Sorcerers, or Hereticks, who were before Catho- 
icks ; they call theſe Grand Scapularies with theſe Croſſes of St. Andrew 
Sambenito's, "Choſe who are accounted Convicted, and who perſiſt to 


deny the Facts whereof they are accuſed, or who are relapſed, bear anoe 


ther kiad of Scapulary, called Samarra, whoſe ground is grey ; the 
Picture of the Priſoner is repreſented to the life upon it, both before and 
behind, placed upon burning Torches, with Flameg riſing up, and De- 
vils round about ; their Names and their Crimes are written at the bot- 
tom of the Picture, but thoſe who accuſe themſelves after Sentence is 
pronounced upon them,and before they are carried out of their Chamber,

Sambenito's were diſtributed to twenty of the Blacks who were accu- 
ſed of Magick, and to one Pertugueze, attainted of the ſame Crime, who 
moreover was a New Chriſtian. 

As they would Revenge themſelves upon me by halfs, and that they 
were reſolved to inſult over me to the end, they forced me to put on a 
like Habit to that ofthe Sorcerers and Hereticks, although I had always 
made Profeſſion of the Catholick, Apoſtolick, and Roman Faith, that

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after this diſtribution five Bonnets of Paper were brought in, riſing 
up in a point like a Sugar Loaf, all covered with Devils and flames of 
fire, with a wtiting round about expreſſing this word, feiricero, that is, 
Sorcerer, they call theſe Bonnets Carochas'; they ſet them upon the heads 
of ſo many perſons the moſt guilty of all the 'reſt among thoſe as were 
accuſed of Magick, and as thoſe perſons ſtood very near me, 1 then be- 
lieved they would not fail to/preſent one to me alſo, which yet did not 
happen. I did then make no doubt almoſt but theſe miſerable men 
were thoſe perſons deſigned to be burnt ; and as themſelves were no bet- 
ter inſtruſted at that time in the formalities of the Holy Office, I was 
aſſured by them afterwards, that at.that moment they believed their dg- 
ſtruction to be Inevitable. as | 
Every one being thus adorned according to the quality of his Crimes, 
'we were itted to fit down on'the ground in expeCting new orders ; 
at four of the Clock of the morning the Servants of the Hoyſe came 
following the Guards, for: to diſtribute Bread and Figs to thoſe who 
would accept them; but although I had 'not ſipped the night before, I 
found in my ſelf ſo ſmall an appetite for cating, that I had taken nothing, 
if one of the Guards coming near me had not faid take your Bread, and 
if you cannot eatit now put it, into your Pocket, for you will be cer- 


talnly hungry Berge e yoy return,” © The words of this man brought great - 
corhfoft to'me, an dillpr & all my fears' by the hopes which he pave 
of 'imy return, which 'obliged'me to'follow his ad vice. 4 


_ At laſt; after we had waited along while, the day appeared at five a 
Clock ; and' | mightthen obſerve upon the faces of every one preſent, the 
diverſe motions of ſhame, (of -grief, and of fear, wherewith they were 
then tormented+ For although they felt no ſmall joy in ſeeing themſeves 
upon the point of being delivered from fo cruel and infupportable a Cap-

-march one after the other, having;every;qos lis;Godfather at- his, ſide, 
and a Taper in his hand. 'Fhoſe who are leſs guilty gofirſt ; and as I 

ſſed not for one of the more innacent, there were; mare; than - a hun- 
dred preceded me. | had, as. all. the. reſt,.,. my. .head., and; feet naked, 
and.l was very much troubled during all this March, which centinued 
for an hour almoſt, becauſe of. the|little fligt, ſtones, wherewith the ſtreets 
of Goa are ſcattered, which made my Rot hlead ahundanthys They 

"made us walk through-all the, er ſtreets, and we-were gazed on by 

an innumerable croud of people, who had run together from all parts 

of the T»dies, and who lined all the ſtreets through which we were to 
paſs; for they took care to give- notice to the Pariſh Prieſts in the 

Pariſhes of more remote places, a long time before the A# of Faith was 


performed. 
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firmed. - At laft, Covered with ſhame arid confuſion, and very weaty of 
the march, we arrived at the Church of St. Francis, which for this 
time was deſtined and prepared for the 4# of Faith. The great Altar 
was ſpread with black ; and there were upon it fix Silver Candleſticks, 
with ſo many Tapers of white Wax burning. "There wereraiſed or the 
ſides of the Altar two kind of Thrones, the one on the right hand for 
Monſfiesr the Inquiſitor and his Councelfors, the other on the left for the 
Viceroy and his Court. 

At ſome diſtance, and over againft the great Altar, inclining a little to- 
wards the door, was placed another, whereon. were laid two Miffaks 
open, From thence to the door of the Church was made a Gallery a- 
bout three foot broad, with a Baliſter on each fide, and both on one 
ficte, -and the other were placed Benches for the Criminals ahd their 
Godfathers ta fit on, who accordingly ſeated themſelves in order as 
they entred into the Church, infomuch as thoſe who came in firſt, ſat 
, very near the Altar. 1 | 

As ſoon as | was entered and placed in my Rank, I applied:my felf 
to conſider the order, which they made thoſe obſerve who came after 
me. I ſaw that thoſe,. to whom thoſe horrible Carochas of which I 
ſpake, were given, marched laſt in our whole Troop ; that immediate- - 
ly after them a great Crucifix was carried, 'whoſe Face: reſpected thoſe: 
who marched before ; and which was followed by two living Perſons, . 
and four Statues-of the height of a Man, repreſented very naturally, 
fixed every one to the end of a long Pole, and accompanied with-fo'ma- 
ny little Cheſts, born each by a Man, and filled with the bones of thofe' 
whom theſe Statues repreferited. The Face of the Crucifix turned to- 
ward thoſe who went before it, ſighifieth the-mercy which is uſed in re- 
ſpect of them, in delivering them from death, although they had juftly- 
deſerved it : and the ſame-Crucifix turning the back upon thetn' that'fol- 
lowed it, ſignificth that theſe unfortunate Perſons hate no more favour 
to hope for. For © it is that all is myſterious in the Holy Office: 

The Habits wherewith theſe miſerable Perſdns were veſted, were no- 
leſs capable of ſtriking horror and; pity into the Beholders ; as well the 
Jiving Perſons as Statues bore a Samarra of Grey Stuff, all painted: over 
with Devils, Flames, - and. burning Fire«brands, ' upon which' tHe Head : 
of the Priſoner was repreſented to: the Wife before and behind, with his 
Senterice written below, bearing arr Abfidgtmnent, and in great Chara-- 
Rers his. Name, that of his Countrey, and the Crime for which he was 
condemned, Beſide this terrible Habit they had alſo upon their Heads: 
thoſe:dreadful Carochas, covered, as' their | Veſtments, with F] 
and Devils, The little Coffers, wherein were incloſed the Bones of 
theſe who were: dead: and againſt whom Procele had been made, enhar 


before- 
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before or after their deceaſe, 'during or before their Impriſonment, that 
io occaſion might be given to the Confiſcation. of their Goods, were 
painted with black, and covercd alſo with Devils and Flames. 

It muſt be here obſerved chat the Inquiſition terminates not its Juriſ- 
diftion upon living Perſons, or upon thote who died in her Prifon ; but 
that ſhe ſometimes formeth a Proceſs againſt Perſons, who died many 
years before they were accuſed, then when after their deceaſe they 
are charged with any great Crime, that in this caſe, if they be convin- 
ced, they are digged up, their Bones are burned at the 4# cf Faith, 
.and all their Goods are Confiſcated, whereof thoſe are carefully de- 
ſpoiled who have inherited them : And I advance nothing which I have 
not ſeen praftifed ; ſince among the Statues, which were ſeen when'[ 
-came out of the Inquiſition, there was one which repreſented a man 
.dead a long time before, whoſe Proceſs they had formed, whoſe Body 
they had-digged up, and whoſe Goods were Confiſcated, and his 
Bones burnt, or it may be thoſe of ſome other who had been buried in 
the ſame place. |

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CHAP. XXVI. 


Containing what was obſerved in the place wherein the A of Faith 
was celebrated. 


oo unhappy Perſons being entered in tt at dreadful Equipage, 
which I have already defcribed, and being veated in their places, 
which were appointed for them near the door of *the Church, the In- 
quiſitor followed with his Officers, entered a!zd went to place himſelf 
upon the Tribunal which was erected for him upon the right ſide of the 
Altar, while the Viceroy and his Court ſeate { themſelves upon the left, 
The Crucifix was placed upon the Altar between the fix Candleſticks. 
Every one being thus ſetled in his Poſte, and the Church filled with as 
many People as it could contain, the Provincial of the Auguſtinians af. 
cended the Pulpit, and Preached for half an hour. Notwithſtanding 
the anxiety of mind wherein I then was, I failed not to obſerve the com- 
pariſon which he then made of the Inquiſition, with the- Ark of Nob, 
between which yet he found this difference, that the Animals which en- 
tered into the Ark, went out again after the Deluge, inveſted with the 
me Nature which they had when they enteredin : But that the Inqui- 
'firorhad the admirable property to change in- ſuch 'ſort (thoſe who are 
#hut up at; that in coming out-we ſee thoſe to-be as 'Lambs., who" when 
| they 
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they entred in, had the ctuelty of Wolves, and the fiercene(s of Lions. 
The Sermon being finiſhed, two Readers went up one after another into 
the ſame Pulpit, to read there publickly the Proceſs of all the Criminals, 
ard to ſignihe to them the punithments to which they were condemned. 
He whoſe Proceſs was read, was during that time lead by the Alcaide 
into the middleof the Gallery, where he ſtood upright, holding a Taper 
lighted in his hand, till his ſentence was pronounced. And as it was 
ſuppoſed that all the Criminals had incurred the puniſhment of greater 
Excommunication, they led us to the foot of the Altar whereon laid the 
Miſſals ; where being placed on our knees, they made us lay our hands 
upon oneof theſe books, and remain in that poſture, till there was as 
many perſons as Miſſals. Then the Reader diſcontinued reading of the 
Proceſs, to pronounce with a loud voice a Confeſſion of Faith, after he 
had briefly exhorted the Criminals torepeat it with heart and mouth at 
the ſame time with him ; which being done, every one returned to his 
place, and the reading of the Proceſs was began anew. | 

I was called in my order, and underſtood that all my affair ran upon 
theſe three heads. The firſt, for having maintained the invalidity of the 
Baptiſm, called Flaminis. The ſecond, for having faid that imagesought 
not to be adored, and having blaſphemed againſt the Image of the Cru- 
Cifix, in ſaying of a Crucifix of Ivory, that it was a piece of Ivory. And 
laſtly, for having ſpoken contemptuouſly of -the Inquiſition, and its Mi- 
niſters ; but above all, for the ill intention which 1 had in ſpeaking all 
theſe things. For which Crimes I was declared Excommunicate; and 
for reparation thereof my Goods were confiſcated to the Kings account, 
and my ſelf baniſhed from the dies, and condemned to ſerve in the 
Gallies of Portugal five years ; and moreover, to perform other Penan- 
ces which ſhould be enjoyned to me in particular by the Inquiſitors. 

Of all theſe puniſhments, the moſt inſupportable to me, was to ſee 
my ſelf in an indi ſable neceſſity of quitting the Indies, where I had 
reſolved to Travela yet much longer time: This ſorrow, nevertheleſs, 
was not ſo great, but that it was much allayed by the hope of ſeeing 
my ſelf ſhortly out of the hands of the Holy Office. My Confeſſion of 
Faith being made, I returned to my place, and received advantage 
from the advice which my Guard had given me of not refuſing my 
Bread, for the Ceremony continuing all the day, there was no perſon 
who did not that day Dine in the Church. 


CHAP; 
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CH A P. XXVIIL. 


They Abſolve us from Excommunication, and deliver thoſe to the 


Secular Power who were to be burned : What was obſerved upon 
this occaſion. 


- dean they had ended to read the Proceſs of all thoſe to whom they 
extended their mercy in ſaving their lives, the Inquiſitor left his 
ſeat to put on his a/be and ffok ; and being accompanied with about 20 
Prieſts, who had every one a Wand in his Hand, he came into the mid= 
dle of the Church, where after he' had made diverle Prayers, we were 
Abſolved from the Excommunication, which they pretended we had n- 
curred, by means of a blow which the Prieſt gaye to every one of us 
upon his Habit. I cannot forbear to relate herea thing, which will ſhew 
to what degree the Portugueze Superſtition proceeds in all things which 
have any relation to the Inquiſition ; which is, that during the Proceſii+ 
on, and the whole time of aur ſtay in the Church, he who ſerved me as 
a Godfather would never anſwer to me, although I had poken' to him 
diverſe times, and that he even refuſed to give a. httle Powder of To- 
| bacco wiich [ had deſired of him; fo much did he fear to: be involved 
in the Cenſure wherewith he ſuppoſed me bound. But as ſoon as I was 
Abſolved, he embraced me, gave me Tobacco, and told me that he 
then acknowledged me for his Brother, ſiace the Church had Abſolved: me. 

This Ceremony being ended, and the Inquiſitor returned to his place, 
they brought out one after the other thoſe unhappy Victims who were 
to be Sacrificed by the Holy Inquiſition. There were a man, a Wo- 
man, and the repreſentation of four dead men, with the little Cheſts 
wherein their Bones were incloſed. The Man and Woman were Indian 
Blacks and Chriſtians, accuſed of Magick, and-condemaed as relapied; 
Of the four Statues, two repreſented allo two men, held-for convitted-of 
Magick, and the two others two men who had” been new Chriſtians; 
and wereaccuſed to have Judaized ; of which the one had died in Pri- 
{on, the other in his own Houſe, and had been buried -long fince in his 
Pariſh ; but being accuſed of Judaiſm efter his Death, as he had left ve- 
ry conſiderable Riches, they took careto piuck him out of his Grave, 
and take away his Bones to bura them at the AF of Faith, after they had 
formed a Proceſs againſt him, We may ſee hereby, that the Holy 
Office is not contented to attribute to it ſelf the Inſallibility of Jeſus Chriſt, 
but that they would alfo, as well as he, exerciſe their authority upon the 
Living and the Dead. | 


The 
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The ſeveral Proceflcs of theſe unfortunate perſons 'were read, which 
were all ended with theſe words, That the Inquiſition could not ſhew 
any mercy to them becauſe of 'their relapſe and their impenitence, and 
that finding themſelves indifp:nfably obliged to punith thera according to 
the rigour of the Laws, they delivered ther to the Secular Arm and 
Juſtice, whom they earneſt y deſired to ufe Clemency and Mercy to- 
wards theſe miſerable wretches; and that if they 'would impoſe' upon 
them the-puniſhment of Death, it. might be at leaſt without effuſion of 
blood. At the laſt words of the.Inquifitors, a- Serjeant of the Secular 
Juſtice approached, - and took paſleſſton of thoſe infortunate perſons ; af- 
ter they had received a light blow upan the breaſt fromthe hand of the 
Alcaide of the Holy Office, -in token that they were abandoned by him. 
See the great kindneſs of the [nquifition to.imtereerd thas for guilty per- 
ſons! The extreme condeſecendance of the MagHttates, to chooſe rather 
in complaiſance'to the Tnqurſjtion, «to content” himſelf to burn theſe Crt- 
minals to the very marrow of their their Bones, than to-uſe the power 
which he hath of ſhedding thar blogd; * 

Thus was ended, in reſpett of us, the famauis ceremony of the Auto 
dafe, of A#-of Faith; and while theſe miferable wretches wereled along 
the-bank of the:River, where the Viceroy and his Court were-afſembled, 
and where the Piles, upon which they were to be Sacrificed, were pre- 
pared the day before, we were led back to the Inquiſtion by our God- 
fathers, without obſerving any order, | Although 1. was not- preſent at 
the Execttion-of thefe perfons thys abandoned'by the” Holy Office, never- 
thele(s as 1 was fully inſtructed by perſons 'who have ofttimes ſeen the 
like Executions, I wilt here relate; 'm few words, the ceremony which 
were there obſerve” - HE OHSS | 

As ſoon as the condemned perſons are arrived at the-place where the 
Secular Judges are aſſembled, they ask them in what Religion they will 
dye, without informing themſelves, in the leaſt, of their Proceſſes, which 
they ſuppoſe to have been-perfeftly well managed, and the perions moſt 
juſtly condemned ; ſince no doubt is to be made of the Infallibility of the 
Inquiſition :-a3 ſhon;.48' they. have anſwered.to - this gqne Queſtion, the 
Executioner ſeizeth.them,.. and 4icth them. to Polts upan the Pile, where 
they are firſt ſtrangled if they dye Chriſtians, and burnt alive if they per- 
ſiſt in Judaiſm or. Hereſie.; which. hap oof &idom, that ſcarce one ex- 
ample is to be ſeenin Far A of Faith, hough there are yery few Jn 
which are-not burned a good. number of perſons. 49 

"The day after-the execution, the Images of thoſe who are put to death 
are brought into the Churches of the Dominicans ; their Head. only is 
Preſented to the Life; placed upon kindled Fire-brands; at the bottom 


s put their name, that of their-FatHer and their Country, the y_ of 
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their Crimes for which they were condemned, with the years, the 
month, and the day ofthe execution. 

If the Perſon who was to be burnt had twice relapſed into the ſame 
Crime, they put theſe words at the bottom of the Portrait; Morreo qui= 
modo por vereſe relapſo, which ſignifieth that he was burned for a relapſed 
Heretick, If having been accuſed but once, he perſevereth in his er- 
ror, they put, Por hereſe contumas, for an obſtinate Heretick ; but as 
this caſe is very rare, fo there are very few of theſe Portraifts, Laſtly, 
if having been thus accuſed but once by a ſufficient number of Witneſles, 
he pcrſifteth to profeſs himſelf innocent, and at the ſame time profeſſeth 
Chriſtianity to the very death, they put at the bottom of the Table, Morreo 
queimado por bereſe convitto negativo, which is to ſay, that he was burnt asa 
Cnrilted Heretick, but-who confeſſed not. And of this laſt kind a great 
number of Portraicts may be ſeen. We may hold it for certain that of an 
hundred Negatives, there arcat leaſt gg who are not only innocent of the 
Crimes which they deny,but who have beſide that innocence,the merit of 
chuſing rather to die, than to tell a lye in confeſſing themſelves guilty 
of a Crime, of which they are really innocent. For it is not poſlible 
that a man aſſured to fave his Life, if he confeſſeth , would perſiſt to 
deny, and chuſle rather to be burnt than acknowledge a truth, the con- 
feſſion of wnich will ſave his Life. Theſe terrible repreſentations are 
placed in the Nave of the Church, and over the higheſt door of the 
Church, as ſo many illuftrious Trophies conſecrated to the Glory of the 
Holy Office ; and when this part of the Church is all over hung, they 
place in the ſide Iſles ncar the door. "Thoſe who have been at 
Lichon, and have ſecn the great Church of the Dominicans, which is not 
far from the Holy Houſe of the Inquiſition, may have obſerved many hun- 
dreds of theſe ſad Pictures,

CHAP. XX. 


My laſt enlargement from the Inquifition. They bring us into a 
Houſe in the Town, to cauſe us to be there ſome time imſtrufted. 


Was ſo weary and fo fore at my return from the A# of Faith , that I 
had almoſt no leſs deſire to re-enter into my Lodging to reſt my 
ſelf, thand had ſome days before to go out of it. My Godfather ac- 
companied me into the Hall; and the Alcaide having conducted me into 
the Gallery, I went and ſhut up my ſelf, while they brought in the reſt. 
1 firſt caſt my ſelf upon my BedexpeRting Supper , which was — 
elſe 
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elſe but Pread and Figs, the trouble of the day having hindred them from 

reparing any thing in the Kitchen. I flept much better this night,than I 
Fad done of along time, but when the day , appeared, I expetted impati- 
ently what they would do with me ; when the Alcaide came at fix a 
clock to demand the Habit which I hact wore at the Proceffion, of me, 
I would have given him the Sammelito, but he would not receive it, be- 
cauſe I was to be veſted with it on all Feſtivals and Swndays, till 1 had 
inirely performed my Sentence. At ſeven a clock they hrought my 
Breakfaſt, and a littte after I was warned to pack up all my Goods, and 
be ready to $9 when called. I ono this order with all poſſible di- 
tigence ; and at nine a clock a guard having opened my door, I Jaid my 
bundle upon my Shoulders, and folowed them into the great Hall, 
where the greateſt part of the Priſoners were already. After I had 
been. there ſome time, I ſaw. about twenty enter, - who had been (the 
day before condemned to be whipped, and who then received it from 
the hand of the Hangman through all the Streets of the Town. Being 
thus all aſſembled, the Inquiſitor appeared, before whom we fell upon 
our knees toreceive his bleſſing, after we had kifſed the ground near his 
Feet. Then they continandels” the Blacks, whohad little or no Luggage, 
to take up and carry that of the Whites. Thofe among the Prifoners 
who were not Chriſtians, were ſent immediately to the places appoin- 
ted by their Sentence, ſome into Baniſkment, others to the Galleys, or - 
into the horſe wherethey make Powder, called Caſe Ja polvera ;* and 
thoſe who were Chriſtians, as well Whites as Blacks, were led into a 
Honſe which was hired on purpoſe in the Town, to be there inftructed 
for ſome time. 

The Halls and the Galleries of the Lodgings were appointed for the 
the Blacks t&'lye in, ard we Whites were put into a ſeparate Chamber, 
wherethey ſhut us —— "leaving- us in the day time the liberty 
of walkingabeut the Houſe, and fpeaking with thof& who were there, 
or who came from other places to ſee us. Every day two Catechiſings 
were hef&, one for the” Blacks, andthe other for the Whites. Maſs 
was celebrated eyery day, at which we were all preſent, as well at 
morning as at evening. EROS 77 oY $2) en 
'- While I-ftayedin' this' Houſe tf was viſited by a Dominican Frier, one of 
my Friends, whorp I had known at 'Daman, where he had been Prior 
ofhis'Octlet.. This Yood Father Ioaded with difeaſes and years, no 
ſooner knew that I was enJarged, but he put him{elf into a. Pelanquin to 
come and ſee me ; he'wept at my diſaſter, and embraced m2 tenderly, 
alſuringme. he had'been ingreat fears fr my fake, that he had often in- 
quired conceming my health and ny affairs, of Father 'Procratour of 
the Priſoners, who was his fitetud, d of | the fame Order with himſelf; 
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that nevertheleſs for a long while he could obtain no anſiver from him ; 
and that at laſt, after many ſollicitations, he could draw no more from 
him than this, That I was ſtill alive. . Ireceived great comfort from the 
ſight of this good Monk, and the neceſſity which was impoſed on me of 
quitting the I»dies, created equal ſorrow to us both ; he had farther the 
goodneſs to viſit me ſeveral times, invited me to return to the Indies as 
ſoon as 1 ſhould be at liberty, and ſent me diverſe Proviſions for the 
Voyage I was to make, which the condition and neceſſity wherein I then 
was, permitted me not to hope for from other hands.

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CHAP. XXX. 


_ They. bring me again to the Inquiſition, to receive the Penances which 
were impoſed on me. 


f A Fter we had ſtayed in this Houſe till the 23 of January, we were 
conducted once more into the Hall of the Inquiſition, and from 
thence called every one in his turn to the Table of the Holy Office, to 
receive there from the hands of the Inquiſitor, a Paper containing the 
Penances to which it had pleaſed him to condemn.us :.

Having received this Writing I kifſed the ground, and returned into 
the Hall, to wait there till the like Writing ſhould be given to all the 
reſt : In going out they ſeparated us, and I;know not what became of 
the greateſt part of our company, or whither they were ſent.

Fouvar, 
which is that Priſon of the Office, wherein I was put the firſt day that [ 
came to Gos, before I entred into the Inquiſition.

C H A P. XXXI. 
Containing fome Obſervations upon all that bath been hitherto ſaid. 


Efore I continue the account of my adventures, I believe it will not 
be unreaſonable to make ſome reflexions upon all which hath been 
ſaid. 1 will begin then by the contiideration of the principal Acts of In- 

juſtice committed in the Inquiſition : of which the firſt is the Treaſon of 

the Commilſary of Daman ; who, after I had confeſſed to him what I 

had faid, and what relateth to the Holy Office, gave me ſo inſincere ad- 

vice, that he ceaſed not ta acreſt me to fatisfie the paſſion of the Go- 
vernour, although the Inquiſition is not wont to apprehend thoſe who 
voluntarily accuſe themſelves, before they are put in Priſon. 1 am.not 
5gnorant of what this Father faid to defend himſelf from this. imputati- 
on, that I had not accuſed my ſelf in due form; but any one may 
eaſily. perceive that this isa new trick, for he ought to have taught me 
the form : I was young, aud.a ſtranger, and ſhould immediately have 
fatisfied him, bat jt was neceſſary for him to make uſe of this miſerable 
retext to ſatisfie, the Governour, 

The ſecond thing of which I think my ſelf to havereaſon to complain, 

im reſpect-of the ſame Commillary, is that he maliciouſly kept me at 
Daman. till the month of Fenuary ; inſtead of which, if he had ſent me 
to Goa, immediately after my impriſonment, my caſe might have been 
examined and ended. before the end. of November ; and I ſhould Ker 
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been enlarged at the 4# of Faith, which was performed that very year 
in the beginning of December ; whereas not ſending me to Gos , tifl the 
AR of Faith was ended, I was forced to ſtay in the Priſons of the Holy 
Office two years longer than I ſhould have done; becauſe ſcarce any 
enlargement of the Priſoners is ever made, but at that terrible Ceremo- 
ny called the A# of Faith ; and as that is performed but frem two to 
two, or from three to three years, it is a double unhappineſs for thoſe 
that are ſhu, up in theſe Holy Priſens, tobe carried thither immediately 
after this Goal-delivery, becauſe they are obliged to wait there till there 
be a ſufficient number of Perſons to render the AF of Fairhb more 1l- 
luſtrious. 

The refuſal which the Inquiſitor made at my third Audience to re- 
ceive my confeſſion, touching what I had ſaid -concerning the Inquiſiti- 
on, and his injuſtice, in daring to maintain that 1 had not confeſſed this 
Fact, which he made my Crime ſo long time after, was one of” thoſe 
things which moſt afflicted me, during my Impriſonment, and is none of 
the leaſt grievances which I have to complain of againſt theſe Meſſieurs. 

I might alſo juſtly complain of this, that the Inquiſition deſiring to 
lay anew ſhare for me, when I accuſed my ſelf of what I had faid con- 
ccrning the Holy Office, and what had happened a long time befere 
to Father Ephraim Newvers ; asked me if 1 would defend the errors of 
that Monk ; but although I knew very well that the- innocence of this 
Father had been fully manifeſted, and that he had been arreſted meerly 
upon Envy ; I anfivered that I pretended not to defend any perfon, be. 
ing ſufficiently troubled to defend ny elf. - 

I had moreover methinks all reaſon to believe, that they had an inten« 
tion to pleaſe the Vice-roy, and.Governour of Damian his Couſin, in fend. 
ing me into Portugal, ſmce of more than 206 Perſons who went with 
me out of the Iriquiſition, 1 alone was obliged to keave the Indirs and 'go 
. for Europe. | | | 

The cruelty of the Guatds, who often uſed very rude words to me; 
and forced me unwillingly to'cat my Meat, and take remedies when 1 
was ſick, deſerves alſo in my mind ſome conſideration ; for although 
the Guards have reaſon to force the accufed Perſons” to eat their 'meat 
and take remedies ; they might uſe in reſpeCt of them the ' ſame method 
which is uſed in refpett of other ſick Perfons,who are not wont to receive 
the Stirrup Leather, or Baſtinadoes to make them take the Preſcriptions 
of their Phy ſitions. | 

I will add, "that although the Inquiſition granteth ſomething of ſafe 
Conducts. to. thoſe, who being in a place of Security will come and ac- 
cuſe thermſelves.; yer itis beſt not to truſt them too much, fitice they 
make fio great ſTruple in this 'Holy Tribunal, to'viotate the promiſe 

| : ; which _ 
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which they have made, and when they have a mind to it they will find 
pretexts enough not to keep it, which I will prove by an example. 

I knew at Surat a Religious Perſon of the Order of St. Dominick, cal- 
led Father Hyacinthe, who for many years had quitted his Convent and 
his Habit, living in a very diffolute and ſcandalous manner. It happened 
afterwards that a Woman with whom he had lived a long time, and by 
whom he had diverſe Chrildren, dyed ; this loſs touched him, and pro- 
duced in him a reſolution of changing his Life. He reſolved then to 
return into his Convent at Bacaim, but becauſe all the Portugueze, and 
above all, the Prieſts and Religious perſons, who have paſſed any conſi- 
derable time among the Infidels, are obliged in returning into the Ports- 
gueze Dominions, to preſent themſelves to the Inquiſition, - and make 
there an exact declaration of the manner of their paſt life, if they would 
prevent their being compelled to it by force. This Religious, whoſe 
conſcience perhaps was touched with ſomething relating to the Holy 
Office, before he left Surat, wrote to the Inquiſitor at Goa for a ſafe con- 
duct, that ſo he might come to preſent and accuſe himſelf, which was 
granted him ; with this poor aſſurance he —_ and came to Bacaim, 
where he was not ſuffered to reſume the Religious Habit, without ha- 
ving firſt cleared himſelf before the Inquiſitors, upon which he went to 
Goa, preſented himſelf at the Table of the Holy Office, whither he was 
ſeveral times called, and at laſt having been ſufficiently examined, he 
was abſolved and ſent back to the Vicar General of his Order, who reſto- 
red him the Habit, and again authoriz'd him to diſcharge the FunCtions 
of a Preacher and Confeſſor. He thinking all was over, prepared for his 
departure to Bacaim, where was his firft Convent, when being juſt ready: 
to imbark in a Galliot, he was hurried away to the Priſons of the Holy 
Office, whoſe Miniſters had not ſo eaſily granted him Abſolution, were 
it not the caſjer to perform their deſign, that it might not be ſaid they 
had violated their word, and the fafe condutt they had given him ; at 
the ſame time they ſpread about a report, that ſince his Abſolution, diſ- 
covery had been made of Crimes of which he had not accuſed 
himfelf. 

This Religious who was clapped up a few days after me, remained 
there after I got out, as appears by his not being mentioned in the A& 
of Fateh, and his Proceſs not | being read, which would certainly have 

done, had he died in Priſon, fo that in all probability he muſt con- 
tinue there till the next A# of Faith; I had this relation from a Religious 
Perſon of the ſame Order, who viſited me after my delivery. And this 
example ought to teach thoſe, who travel, or live in thoſe Countrys 
where the Inquiſition.is Eſtabliſhed, not only to be circumſpett in their 
words and actions, but alſo never to rely too much on allurances, - 
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falſe conduCts,” granted them by the Inquiſitors, or their Commiſſaries, 
how little ſoever occaſion of miſtruſt they may ſeem to have.

| Hiſtory of Joſeph Pereira de Montes. 


A $S Nothing inſtructeth better than examples, I will here ſuccinttly

 Ug+- young Gentlemen married about Bacaim, who ſerved the King 
of Portugal in his Navy, took care of a young Potu Souldier, 
who waited on them, Theſe Meſſieurs being at Goa at the end of the 
Campaign, and deſiring to go and paſs at their Houſes the Rainy ſea- 
ſon, which is called Witer in the Indies, left this young Souldier at Goa, 
where he pretended to have ſome buſineſs, and therefore would follow 
them ſome days after, This young Man immediately after the de- 
parture of theſe Gentlemen married in Goa, from - whence he departed 
two days after his Marriage, and arrived at Bacaim four days after his 
Maſters, to whom he gave no account of what he had done in their ab- 
ſence, A little while after a Match being offered to him, which ſeemed 
advantageous to him, he reſolved to make uſe of the occaſion in mar- 
Tying himſelf a ſecond time. To this end his Maſters were deſired to 
certifie to the Curate that he was a ſingle Perſon, which they did, not 
knowing that he was already married. Not lohg after this ſecond mar- 
riage he had a defire to ſee his firſt Witg at Goa; whither the Brother 
of the ſecond Wife being reſolved to follow him, he found out his firſt 
Marriage, and accuſed him to the Inquiſition, who cauſed him to be 
apprehended, and knowing who they were that had certified him to be 
a ſingle man, ſent order to the Commiſſary of Bacaim to ſeize them. So 
theſe two Gentlemen, more unhappy than guilty, were ſent to Goa with 
Irons on their Feet, and ſhut up i the priſon of the Holy Office. Ha- 
ving remained there 18 Months, they were at laſt produced in the A# 
of Faith, and were condemned to a triennial Baniſhment into the Coaſts 
of Africk ; and he who had been married twice, was baniſhed into the 
ſame quarter for ſeven years, after which he was to return to and live 
with his firſt Wife. 

One of theſe Gentleman was of the race of New Chriſtians ; and as 
theſe unhappy perſons are always ſuſpected to be bad Chriſtians, the 
Inquiiitors examined him at the Audience, to know if he were not a 
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Yew; and if he had not had ſome knowledge of the Law of Moſes ? 
his poor Man ſtupified with theſe queſtions, and fearing that the un- 
happineſs of his Birth woulduraw upon him; in this occaſion, ſome m- 
fortune ; and beſides not very well inſtrufted in the. Chriſtian Religion, 
imagining himſelf to ſay one of the fineſt things in the World, and moſt 
proper t0 juſtifie himſelf, blaſphemed againſt Moſes, and ſaid that he had 

"nothing to do with him, and that hekgew him not ; Which, his Judges 
laughed at very pleaſantly. 1 |

Beſide the low Rooms, which are tolerably clean and 
Vghtſome, there are aboye Stairs diverſe Rooms for Perſons leſs guilty, 
more rich, 'or better recommended. _ "There is alſo-a Chappel wherein 
Maſs is celebrate upon Sungays and Holidays. . And there_are in this 
Town fo gooda'number of tharitable FS 00s, oe the Prifoners ſuffer 
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no want. We re-embarqued in the beginning of September to go for 
Lisbon ; but this laft paſſage was not ſo tavourable, as was that from the 
Izdies to Braſil. ; 

There happened tome anaccident, during this Voyage, which deſer- 
veth to be here mentioned. Approaching one day to the Holy Table, to 
receive the adoreable Body of Jeſus Chrift, he from whoſe hands I re- 
' ceived it, who was'a Cordelier of the obſervant Friers, obſerved that I 
ſhut my Eyes, while he pronounced thoſe words, Domine non ſub dignus ; 
endalthough I had no other intention in. this aftion, than of humbling 
my ſelf in the preſence of my God, this goad Father, . who had ni 
entertained a bad opinion of me, becaule I had been ia the Inquiſition, £ 
ul interpreted this mark of thy Devotian, that he could not- forbear from 
'reproaching me many days after, and telling me that he had no reaſm 
to doubt but that I was ftill an Heretick, ſince I vouchſafed not ſo much 
-as tolook_ upon our Lord, when he was., preſented to-me-in the Com- 
muniori. I leave you to think whether the Judgment which this Reli- 
gious Perſon made then bf me;' was. not df! the number bf thoſe which 
are called raſh ? However, I endeavoured to defend my ſelf, and de- 
*clare 'my intention to. him ; he always aſſured me, that ater amadtion: of 
that nature, he could not any longer retain a favourable opinion of me.

Wood to the Carpenters, unload the Ships, pick out ſtones and ſand 
for Ballaſt, carry Water and Victuals aboard for the Voyages, : ſerve to 
make Ropes, and all other uſes,, wherein they gan be imployed for the 
ſervice of the Prince, or of the Officers who command them, how vile 
and rude ſvever they be- | 

There ate found among theſe Gally-ſlaves perſons condemned by the 
Inquiſition, others by the Lay Judges, fugitive and incorrigible ſlaves, 
whom their Maſters put into this place to chaſtize them, and reduce 
them into order, Twr&s who have beea taken Priſoners in the Pirate Ships 
of _ Barbary, All theſe perſons, of, whatſoever quality they be, are in» 
differently employed in vile and paiaful Laboucs ; unleſs they have mo- 
ney. to give to the Officers who condutt them, and who exerciſe an un- 
heard'qf cruelty upon theſe who cannot mollific them ſomewhat from 
time to time, | | | 

This Land Gally is. built upon the bank of the River, it hath two 
great Halls, the one aþove, the other below; both -are filled, and-the 
. coupled Priſoners laid upon Couches with Matts ; all their Heads and 
Beards are ſhaved once a month, they wear a Coat made cloſe to their 
bodies, and Caps of blue Cloath. "They alſo allow to therm an Hood of 
Eourſe grey Serge, which ſerveth them as well for a Mantle in the day, 
as for a Coverlet in the night ; and.theſe are all 'the Garments -which 
are given to them from fix to ſjx months, together with ſhifts of courſe 
Cloath. | FY q 

They give to every one a pound and an half of yery hard and black 
Biſcate to cat every day, fix pounds of ſalt fleſh every month, with a 
diſh full of Peaſe, Lentils, or Beats ; this allowance they may order as 
thev pleaſe. Thoſe who receive any ſupply! from otherwhere, ſell this 
fare to. buy ſomewhat better, according to thei; ability, Na Wine is 
allowed ta them, -and thoſe who dank it, buy it.at their own coſt ; every 
day betimes in the morniag, except on fome very few Feſtivals, they 
are led: to the Workhouſe, which is a good half League from the Galley, 
where they labour without any internuiſron, on whatſoever they ar&em. 
ployed till Eleven of Clock ;+they then ceaſe working till One a Clock, 
and<duritg, tths-interval they may either cat or reſt themichves; at One 
a Clock they retiiru to their ladour, continuing it till night, when they 
are ſent-back to the..Gally. bk. 

There is in this Prifon a'Chappel, whergin Maſs is faid on Sendays and 
Feſtivals. There arc at bon charitable Clergymen, who come often 
to make;Catechiſms and; Exhortations to the Galley-Slaves, Beſide the 
Victuals which the Prince giveththem, they . receive very often alms, 
inſomuch as.no. waat is there ſuffered ;.. when there m_—_ fick perſons - 
the Phyſicians and Chirurgeons come to viſit them, and if the diſeaſe 
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grow dangerous, all the Sacraments are adminiſtred to them, Thoſe 
who commit any fault are whipped in'a moſt cruel] manner. They 
ſtretch them out at length with their Bellies upon the ground ; and while 
two men hold them, a third ſtriketh violently with a great knotted rope 
upon their Buttocks, which ofttimes teareth off the skin, and large pieces 


of fleſh with it. 1 have ſeen more than once, how that after ſuch whip- 


ping they have been forced to make deep inciſions, which degenerating 
ino Ulcers, render theſe unhappy wretches incapable of working for a 
long time, | ; 

When one of the coupled Slaves hath buſineſs in the Town, they per- 
mit him to go thither, even without his Companion, if he defireth it, 
paying a Guard, who may follow him every where. In that cafe” he 1s 
forced to carry his Chain alone, and as it is very long he layeth it aver 
his Shoulder, letting it hang down before or behind, as himſelf ſhall find 
moſt convenient,

CH A P. XXXVI. 


T preſented diverſe Petitions to the Inquiſition to obtain my Liberty; 
which is at laſt granted to me. 


T H E day after my arrival into the Galley, I was ſhaved, cloathed, 
and employed in labour as the other ſlaves ; but how laborious 


ſoever this manner of life was to me, the liberty of ſeeing and ſpeaking 
to the whole world, rendred it much lefs troubleſome to me than the 


horrible Solitndes of : the Inquiſition. - According to the terms of my 
Sentence, I was to paſs 5 years inthis rude flavery, and there was no 
t. appearance that any favour would'be ſhewed to a man who had 
ſpoken againſt the Integrity and Infallibility of ce Holy Office. Neverthe. 
leſs the deſire which all unhappy perſons naturally have to ſee their mſi- 
ſery*ended, made me think of fome means to recover my Liberty niuch 
ſooner than 1 was otherwiſe probably to expect it ;-1- firſt enquired whe. 
ther there were-any French at Licbon, who might ſerve me in the defign 
which I had. And having learned that Mr.—-firſt Phyſician to the 
of Portugal, was not only favoured by that Princeſs, .but alſo by- all the 
Grandees of the Court, 1 addreſſed my ſelf to him, and begged of him 
that he would grant me his Protection ; this he did in the moſt obliging 
manner in the World, oftering not * only his intereſt in all things which 
Jay in his power, but alſo his Purfe and his Table, where he did me the 
honour to give me a place, cachained as I was, whenſoevyer liberty of 


going 


going to him was granted me ; ſo that the Habitof a Gally-ſlave rendred 
me not more contemptible in his eſteem. He had alſo the goodneſs to 
viſit-me in Priſon, and adminiſter comfort to me, whenſoever his affairs 
permittegl him. | 

I writ in the next place into France, to my kindred, to 'give them an- 
account of the deplorable condition whereinto I had been for a long eime 
reduced, that they might ſollicit, either by themſelves, or by others, 
thoſe-perſons whom they might imagine to have any intereſt with the 
Queen of Portugal, who I hoped would interpoſe in my behalf. I muſt 
not here omit, that the Liberty which was afterwards granted to me, 
was no other than the effe&t of the powerful Proteftion of Mr. — In 
effect Mr, who was naturally generous and beneficent, knowing that 
he had the goodneſs to intereſs himſelf . in obtaining my Liberty, redou- 
bled his diligence, to cauſe it to be obtained the ſooner. I preſented, by 
his advice, an ample Petition to the Inquiſitors, wherein I briefly decla- 
red the cauſes of my Impriſonment, and Yequeſted them to moderate the 
exceſſive ſeverity which 1 pretended to have been exerciſed againſt me 
in the I2ies. | | 

No anſwer was returned to this Petition, no more than to three or 
four others, which followed it in leſs than two months ; and the reaſon 
of this filence was, That the Office of the Inquiſitor General was then 
vacant, and Monſieur Don Veriſſimo de Lencaſtea, Archbiſhop of Braga, at- 
terwards Archbiſhop of Lzsbon, and at prefent Cardinal, having been but 
lately promoted, had not yet taken poſſeſſion, es 
"This Prelate, for whoſe coming 1 made continual Vows, as knowing 
that he alone could determine my, buiineſs, arrived at laſt at Lisbox, to- 
wards the Woly Week : But ſince in that time the Tribunals are not 
open, I was yet forced to have patience till after Quaſimodo Sunday. As 
ſoon as the Inquiſitor General had entred upon the Funttions of his Office, 
I preſented a new Petition to him, which was cried to the Supreme 
Council ; but all which it produced, was, that Don Veriſſimo faid, That 
he.could not believe that what I related was true, there being no appear- 
ance that they would have condemned a man to ferye 5 years in the 
Gallies for matters of fo little contequence. 

This anſwer, of which an account was given to me, produced fo 
much the more joy- in me, becauſe every one aſſured me, that the Prelate 
with whom { had to do, was equaily. noble, learned and generous; all 
this induced me to cauſe anew Petition to be preſented to him, to intreat 
him to give himſelf the trouble to read my Proceſs, that ſo he might by 
that means, perceive that [ had offered nothing to him but what was moſt 
true ; this propoſition met with great<difficultics in the Council, none'of 
thembeing willing to_conſent to'this review of my Proceſs, which £0e.

fired, becauſe all the Tribunals of the Inquiſition being ſupreme, and no 
appeal laying from one to the other, this would be to intrench upon the 
Authority of the Inquiſition of Goa, and to go about to reform its De- 

. crees; this was lo great an obſtacle, that [had never obtained my deſires, 
if the Inquiſitor General had not ſtrongly follicited in favour of me. 
| At laſt, after many earneſt addreſſes to him, he ſuffered himſelf to be 
overſwayedby the ſolicitations of diverſe Perions of Quality, and chiefly 
of his Niece, che Counteſs of Figweirol, who had a very: particular eſteem 
for the firſt Phyſician of the Queen. He carried then my Proceſs to be 
read at length in his preſence, and being convinced that I had propoſed 
nothing falſe to him, and withal, perceiving the injuſtice and ignorance 
of my Judges, whohad condemned me upon pretence of my ill intention, 
he ordered that I ſhould be reſtored to perfect liberty, writing with his 
own hand theſe words, at the bottom of my laſt Petition, Seia ſolto com 
pede, e ſe vapor @ France, that is, Let him be ſet at Liberty as he defireth, 
and lect him return to France. |

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C H A P. XXXVII. 
My departure from Lisbon, and arrival in France. 


MI” Requeſt being thus anſwered by the Inquiſitor General, in the 
ſupreme Council, which is aſſembled from eight to eight, or from 
fifteen to tifteen days, was remitted to the Table of the Holy Office, 
where audience is held twice every day; theſe Meſſicurs immediately 
ſent a Familiar to advertize me, that liberty was granted. to me, that I 
ſhould ſeck for a Veſſel to go into France, and give notice of it to the 
Inquiſition, who would not fail to imbark me therein. 

I received this News the firſt of June, with a joy which perſons who 
have not ſuffered Captivity will ſcarce be able to conceive; but afterwatds 
reflecting upon the difficulty of finding a Veſſel, and bargaining for my 
Paſſage, while 1 had not the liberty gf aCting, I repreſented to the Inqui- 
fitors by a Memoire which I cauſed to be preſented-tq them, that it would 
be impoſſible for me to receive any benefit from the favour they had 
ſhewed to me, while 1 remained Chained, there being no poſlibility in ſo 
great a Town as Lijsbon, to know what Ships come in, or go out of the 
Haven, unleſs a Man waits there himſelf, or hath ſome friend who may 
inform himſelf with diligence. 

The Officers of the ordinary' Council, who had maliciouſly and rigo. 
roully interpreted the words, which the Inquiſitor generally made uſe 
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67 ) 
of to grant me liberty, in ſaying I ſhould- be ſet at liberty as I deſired, 
and go into France, explained theſe latter words, which were indeed 
.added as a ſurpluſage of favour to me,- as an abſolute obligation of im» 
mediately embarquing my ſelf ;' and ſo made anſwer for my Memoire, 
That they would grant me my deſire, on condition, I would give cauti- 
on, and procure Sureties, that I would ſtay na longer at Lizhon than was 
neceſlary to obtain an opportunity of þeing gone. This anſwer was 
ſignified to me the 28th of Fane; I went immediately to give an accquat 
to Mr. and intreated him to finiſh that matter which he had ſ@ 
kindly begun. Some urgent affairs hindred him from going the ſame 
day to the Inquiſition, but going thither the 30 of the ſame month in the 
morning, and giving caution for me, that in default of my being gone 
at the firſt opportunity, he would pay four ' hundred Crowns: They 
ſent in the Afterneon of the ſame day, being the lait of Fune 1677, a 
Familiar to the Galley, who cauſed my Irons.to be taken off, and carried 
me to the Holy Office ; where being called in the preſence of the Inqui- 
ſitors, they asked whether I knew the Queens Phyſician, They told me 
he had given caution far me ; that themſelves extended their favour to 
me, and that from that moment I might go whether 1 pleaſed: Then 
commanding me to withdraw, I anſwered only with a profound reve- 
rence, and was immediately freed from the Trance Power of the 
Holy Office, under the rigour of which [ had groaned almoſt four years, 
continuing from the day of my lmpriſonment, Auguſt the 24th 1673, to 
the laſt of Tune 1677. | 

As ſoon as I had ſet foot out of this terrible Houſe, I went into the 
next Church, to render thanks to God and the Holy Virgin, for the li- 
berty I had juſt now obtained, I went in the next place to Mr, ——— 
who wept for joy, embracing me. Ithen took a turn to_the Galley, 
to give my laſt adicu to thoſe poor aMlifted Perſons, who had been the 
Companions of my Misfortune ; and to take” away that little Luggage 
which remained to me. I enquired with all poſſible diligence, when 
any Ship would part part for France, having much greater deſire to be 
pone, that ſo I might get out of the Juriſdiction of the Inquiſitors, than 
they could have for my departure. I found one in a ſhort time, upon 
which I embarqued my ſelf; and after having paſſed thorough ſome 
light Fatiques, I had the happine(s to arrive in my Country in perfect

CHAP. 


C H A P. XXXVIIL 


The Hiſtory of a Gentleman, which will ſerve to ſhew the Spirit of 
the Holy Office. 


Will finiſh this Diſcourſe of the Inquiſition with the Relation of what 
I know to have happened to two Perſons, whom 1 ſaw in the Galley 
at Lishon, who were there before me, and remained there when Icame- 
out, and with whom I had particular Diſcourſes, upon the account of 
my own, and their Caſes. | 
The firſt of theſe unfortunate Gentlemen bore the Office of Major of 
a Regiment, when he was apprehended, he was of the race of new 
Chriſtians, and was accuſed to have Judaized, by perſons who in all pro- 
bability had no other means to ſave their lives than by confeſſing them- 
ſelves guilty of the ſame Crime, and naming many Innocents, indeavour. 
ing to find out the Witneſſes whom they were obliged to gueſs at by the 
Inquiſition ; this poor Officer thus accuſed, was ſaized, and ſhut up in 
the Priſons of the Holy Office, he was examined diverſe times to learn 
from his own mouth the cauſe of his impriſonment, but he not being -ble 
to tell it, ſince he knew it not himſelf, after he had been kept more than 
two years, they let him know that he was legally. accuſed and con- 
victed of being an Apoſtate Few, which he always ſtoutly denied, pro- 
teſting that he had never ceaſed to be a Chriſtian, and ſubmitted tonone. 
of all thoſe accuſations wherewith he was charged ; nothing was omit. 
ted to oblige him to confeſs, not only Life, but alſo the reſtitution of his 
Goods were'promiſed to him ; he was afterwards terrified with threat. 
ning of a cruel Death, but none of all theſe things could ſhake his con- 
ſtancy. And he boldly declared to his Judges, that he would chooſe ra- 
ther to dye innocent, than to preſerve his life by an act of Cowardice, 
which would for ever overwhelm him with Infamy. The Duke of 
De Aveira, who was then Inquiſitor General, and paſſionately deſired 
to fave the life of this Priſoner, vehemently exhorted him to make uſe of 
thoſe means which were offered to him, of preſerving himſelffrom execu- 
tion- And becauſe the accuſed perſon had teſtiked a conſtant reſolution 
of never yielding to render himſelf infamous, by a baſe confeſſion of thoſe 
Crimes which he had never committed, the Inquiſitor General offended 
with his ſeeming obltinacy, was tranſported ſo far, as to ſay to him 
Cuides que aves de ganhar ? That is, What do you then pretend to ? Do 
you think that we have belied you ? And fo withdrew, leaving to the 
Priſoner to think at leiſure whar he had to do. The words of this Judge 
include a very itrange ſenſe, and may juſtly give occaſion to reflections, . 
which 
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which are neither advantageous to himſelf nor to-the Holy Office, for this was very near as 
if he ſhould ſay, We will rather cauſe you to be burner as guilty, than letthe World be- 
lieve that we have Impriſoned you ——_ : 

At laſt, the AR of Faith approaching, after more than three years Impriſonment, our 
Major heard the Senrence of Death pronounced againſt him ; and a Confeſſor was given 
to him to diſpoſe him-for it. This Gentleman, who had hitherto appear'd {0 of nan 
was terrified by the approaches and preperation of his execution: infomucn as hearing the 
Evening before the ceremony, acknowledged all which was defir'd of him againſt him- 
ſelf, however falſe ; he appeared at the proceſſion yeſted with one of thoſe Samarras co- 
vered with fire, whoſe flames tend downward, which is called in Portugueze fog2 revolto ; 
to ſhew that by his confeſhon, however late, he had ayoided death, after he had been 
juſtly Condemned to it ; and by ſentance of the Inquifition beſide thg confiſcation of his 
—_ he was condemned to the Galleys for five years. | 

He had then ſerved there more than two years when arrived at Lisbon; and it was in 
that place, and from his own mouth; that learned what I have now related, 
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| Gentleman, one of the greateſt Quality in Portugal, who was a New Chriſtian, and 
very Rich, named Lewjs Pecoadeſſa, having intermeddled in diverſe- Criminal 
uſes, but in the Laick Judicature, had thereby contracted the hatred of many perſons. 
Theſe finding no better means to Revenge themſelves of him, accuſed him to the Holy 
Office, ages gy Profeſſion of Judaiſm, together with his Family; fo that in the 
ſame day, his Wite, his two Children, his Daughter, aad ſome others of . his who dwell 
with him in his Houſe, were Arreſted, and ſhut up in the Priſon of the Inquifttion of 
Conimbra. : R ; 

. Lewis Pecoe was firſt examined, to draw from pe pertionnng account of his Cioods, 
of which the Immoveable alone yielded gy thouſand Livers Rent ; and allthis, as well 
as the Moveables, was buried inthe Treaſures of the Holy Office. They urged him in 
the next place, ro declare the cauſe of his Imprifbnment, which he could not do, know- 

nothing of it. . Allways were attempted which the pion is wont to make uſe 

to oblige accuſed perſons re confeſs their Crimes ; bur all this ſhook not the Conſtancy 
of Lewis Pecoa. Artlaſt, almoſt three years being clapſed, the remote fignified to him 
the Crimes whereof he was accuſed, and the Sentenee of Death which would be paſt up- 
on him, if he reſolved not roconfels, He endeavoured to juſtifie himſelf, proteſted all 
the Fats whereof he wasaccuſed were ſo many falſities, deſired he might know his Wit- 
neſſes who had depoſed againſt him, whom he undertook eaſily to convince of Perjury ; 
and offered many Arguments to his Judges, whereby they might have clearly perceived 
his Innocence, if they would have made uſe of them. Bur the Inquifitors without having 
any reſpe&t to what he alledged in his own defence, an hr to perſiſt in denying the 
Accuſation, condemned him ro the Fire, and acquainted with his formal Sentence 
I 5 days before the Execution. | 
The Duke of Cadeval, who loved Lewis Pecoa, to whom he had been Godfather, and 
who was an intimate friend ofthe Duke d'Aveira, informed himſelf from time to time 
of all particulars concerning the condition of the Priſoners Caſe; and knowing from the 
Inquifitor Genera), chat the Priſoner Confeſſing nothing, and being otherwiſe ſufficiently 
Convicted, accordingrto the Maxims of the Holy Office, could nor eſcape the Fire, if oe 
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accuſed nor himſelf before his being carried forth to Execution, was infinitely concern 
for hin. Hedefired leave to ſpeak or write to this unfortunate CJentleman, to perſwade 
him to (ave his life at any price whatſoeyer ; but this was not poſhble. - At lait he- be- 
thought himſelf of an Invention, which is fo ſingular, that it never happened to any other 
in Portugal; which was to gain a promiſe from the Inquiſitor General, that if he could 
perſwade Lewis Pecoa to contels even after his being carried forth ro-Execution at the A# 
of F4i:h, he ſhould-nor be'putto Death ; although this was direftly-contrary to the Laws 
of the Holy Office ; this being promiſed co him, and he kgowing the day wherein the 4 of 
Paj:) was to be Celebrated at Coimbra, he ſent from Lisbon ſome of his own friends, and 
ochers of L-wis Pecoz, who: poſt themſelves 'at the Door-of the Inquiſition, when the 
Proceion began, that they might appruach to their unhappy Friend as foonas they ſhould 
ice him appear. 

As he was condemned, ſo the pile of Wood was made ready -for lum. He borea Ca- 
rocha and a S'amarre covered with flames, and Devils, his Pifture was chawn tothe Life 
before and benind, placed upon burning fire-brands. His Sentence. was written #t rhe 
bottom, and his Confeſſor walk'd by his fide ; his friends hadno ſooner ſpied him, buc 
breaking out into tears, they ——— upon his Neck, and begged of him in the 
name_of the Duke of Caderalte, and by alt that was moſt dear to him, to chink of ſaving 
his life. They acquainted him wirh the affurance which they had received, that he ſhould 
nat be Executed it he would confeſs; and remonſtrated to him, thar the lols of his 
Eſtare ought not to create any difficulty in him, fineethe Duke, who had ſent chem to 
h:m, had charged them to aſſure. him in.his Name, that he wonld beſtow pen him more 
than was taken from him. All theſe Reaſons, together with the tears and follicitations 
of his generous friends, could not move Lewis Pecoa.; who continued to proteſt with a 
loud voice, that he had always been a Chriſtian, that he would dye ſuch; and that all 


- wiereot he had been accuſed, were {o many falfities invented by his enemies to rake Re. 


venge upon him, and made uſe of the Holy Office to reap the ſpoil of his Eſtate. 

T he Procetlion being arrived at the appointed place, the Sermon was preached ; the 
Proceſs of thoſe whoſe hves were ſayed was Read, and the eyening being come, rhey-be./ 
gan to read the Proceſſes of thoſe who were to be burned: The- Deputies of the Dake 
then redouble thefrenereaties, =nd at laſt made their friend conſent ro-demand. audience. ' 
He'roſe up, and ſaid, Ler us go thznaad wwe Eau 63; to larisfie the defire 
of -our friends. Audience was ted to him, was let into Priſon.” "But ' 
the 4F of Faith being finiſhed when they called him to the Table to:confe(s; hehad much 
more difficulty to reſolve himſelf ; and was diverſe tumes upon the point of ſuffering his 
Senrence to be confirmed, without any hope of merey : Yet at lat he confeſſed what they / 
would, and ſigned PE Frum EI T - - perky FI:
